When a person studies mathema- 
tics, he learns that there are many 
mathemaücal laws which deter- 
mine the approach he must take to 
sol ving the problems presented to 
him* In the study of geometry, one 
of the flrst laws a person learns 
is that *Hhe whole ls not greater 
than the sum of lts parts M * TMs 


over the prlsoner, because those 
in charge take the sa me kind of 
approach to the prlsoner and as- 
sume If they have the whole body 
In a cell that they have there ali 
that makes up the person* But a 
prlsoner ls not a geometrlcal fi- 
gure, and an approach which is 
successful in mathematica, \s 
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Huey P. Newton, Minister of Defense 


means simply that one cannot have 
a geometrlcal ügure such as a 
circle or a square which in lts 
totality, contains more than it 
does when broken down lnto 
smaller paris, Therefore, if ali 
the smaller parts add up to a eer* 
tain amount, the entlre figure can¬ 
not add up to a larger amount. 
The prison cannot have a vlctory 


wholly unsuccessful when dealing 
witb human beings. 

In the case of the human, we are 
not dealing oaly with the single ln- 
dividual, we are als o dealing with 
the ideas and beliefs which have 
motivated him and which sus tain 
him, even when hls body ls con- 
flned* In the case of humanlty the 
whole ls much greater than its 


parts, because the whole includes 
the body which ls measurable and 
confineable, and also the ideas 
which cannot be measured and 
which cannot be confined. The ideas 
are not only wlthin the mind of the 
prlsoner where they cannot beseen 
nor eontroUed, the ideas are also 
wlthin the people. The ideas which 
can and wül sustaln our move ment 
for total freedom and dignity of the 
people, cannot be imprisoned, for 
they are to be found in the people, 
all the people, wherever they are. 
As long as the people live by the 
ideas ol freedom and dignity there 
will be no prison which can hold 
our movement down. Ideas move 
from one person to another in the 
association of brothers and sisters 
- who recognize that a most evil Sys¬ 
tem of capltalism has set us 
against each other, when our real 
enemy ls the exploiter who proüts 
from our poverty. When we realize 
such an idea then we come to love 
and appreciate our brothers and 
sisters who we may have seen as 
enemies, and those expoliters who 
we may have seen as friends are 
revealed for what they truiy are 
to all oppressed people. The people 
are the idea, the respect and dig¬ 
nity of the people, as they move 
toward their freedom is the sus- 
talning force which reaches lnto 
and out of the prison, The walls, 
the bars, the guns and the guards 
can never encircle or hold down 
the Idea of the people. And the 
people must always carry forward 
the idea which is thelr dignity and 
thelr beauty* 

The prison operates with the idea 
that when it has a person's body 
it has hls entire being- -since the 
whole cannot be greater than the 
sum of its parts. They put the body 
In a cell, and seem to get some 
sense of relief and sectirlty from 
that facL The idea of prison vlc¬ 
tory then, is that when the person 
in jall begins to act, think, and be¬ 
lle ve the way they want him to, then 
they have won the battle and the 
person isthen‘ f rehabllitated' J . But 
this cannot be the case, because 
those who operate the prisons, have 
failed to examina thelr own beliefs 
thoroughly, and they fail to under- 


stand the types of people they at- 
tempt to c on trol. Therefore, even 
when the prison thinks lt has won 
the vlctory, there is no victory. 

There are two types of prison- 
ers, The largest number are those 
who accept the legitimacy of the as- 
sumptions upon which the society ls 
based, They wish to acquire the 
same goals as everybody else, 
money, power, greed, andconspic- 
uous consumption. In order to do 
so, bowever, they adopt technlques 
and methods which the society has 
deflned as illegitimate* When this 
is discovered such people are put 
in jail* They may be called "ii- 
legttlmate capitalists' 1 slnce thelr 
alm is to acquire everything this 
capitaüstic society defines as 
legltlmate. The second type of 
prlsoner, is the one who rejects 
the legitimacy of the as sumptions 
upon which the society is based* 
He argues that the people at the 
bottom of the society are explolted 
for the prof lt and ad vantage of those 
at the top. Thus, the oppressed 
exist, and will always be used to 
maintain the privileged status of 
the exploiters, There Is nosacred- 
ness, there is no dignity lo elther 
explolttng or being explolted. Al- 
though this system may make the 
society functlon at a high level of 
technologicai efficiency, it is an 
üïegitimate system, since it rests 
upon the suffering of humans who 
are as worthy and as dignified as 
those who do not suffer. Thus, the 
second type of prlsoner says that 
the society Is corrupt and 11- 
legltimate andmustbeoverthrown. 
This second type of prlsoner is 
the politica! prlsoner, They do not 
accept the legitimacy of the society 
and cannot parücipate in its cur- 
rupting exploitation, whether they 
are in the prison or on the block* 

The prison cannot gain a vic¬ 
tory over elther type of prlsoner 
no matter how hard It trles, The 
"Illegitimate capitaHs^ 1 recog- 
nizes that if he plays the game the 
prison wants him to play, he wlli 
have hls time reduced and be re- 
leased to continue hïs actlviües. 
Therefore, he is wllling to go 
through the prison programs and do 
the things he is told, He is wüling 


to say the things the prison 
authoritles want to hear, The pri¬ 
son assumes he is^rehabilitated” 
and ready fbr the society. The 
prlsoner has really played the 
prison's game so that he can be 
released to résumé pursuit ol hls 
Capital is tic goals* There is no vic¬ 
tory, for the prlsoner from the git- 
go accepted the idea of the society* 
He pretends to accept the Idea of 
the prison as a part of the game he 
has always piayed. 

The prison cannot gain a vlctory 
over the politic al prlsoner because 
he has nothing to be rehabilltated 
from or to* He refuses to accept 
the legitimacy of the system and 
refuses to parücipate, To partl- 
cipate is to admit that the society 
is legitlmate because of lts ex¬ 
ploitatie n of the oppressed. This ls 
the Idea which the poltücal 
prlsoner does not accept, this Is the 
idea for which he has been lm- 
prisoned, and this is the reeson why 
he cannot cooperate with the 
system. The politlcal prlsoner 
wül, in fact, serve his time just 
as wlfl the f *ijlegitlmate capi- 
talist”, Yet the idea which moti¬ 
vated and sustained the politlcal 
prlsoner rests in the people, all 
the prison has, is a body, 

The dignity and beauty of man 
rests in the human spirit which 
makes him more than simply a 
physieal being, This spirit must 
never be suppressed for exploit¬ 
ation by others. As long as the 
people recognize the beauty of thelr 
human spirits and move against 
süppresslon and exploitation, they 
will be carrying out one of the 
most beautiful Ideas of all time. 
Because the human whole is much 
greater than the sum of its parts, 
the ideas wilt always be amongthe 
people* The prison cannot be 
victorious because walls, bars and 
guards cannot conquer or hold down 
an Idea»

The Civil Control Station is equipped to assist the Japanese po pul a- 
tion affected by this evacuation in the following ways: 

1. Give advice and ïnstmctions on the evaeuation. 

2. Provide services with respect to the management, leasing, sale, 
storage or other disposition of most kinds of property ineluding: real 
estate, business and professional equïpraent, buildings, household 
goods, boats, automobiles, lïvestock, etc. 

3. Provide temporary residence elsewhere for all Japanese in 
family groups. 

4. Transport persons and a limited amount of clothing and equip- 
ment to their new residence, as specified below. 


THE FOLLOWINGINSTRUCTIONS MUST BE OBSEEVED: 

1. A responsible member of eaeh family, preferably the head of 
the family, or the person in whose name most of the property is held, 
and eaeh individual living alone, wïll report to the Civil Control 
Station to receiye further instructions. This must be done between 
8:00 a. m. and 5:00 p. in., Thursday, April 2, 1942, or between 8:00 
a. m. and 5 ;00 p. m., Friday, April 3, 1942. 

2. Evacuees must carry with them on departure for the Reception 
Center, the following property: 

(a) Redding and Iinens (no mattress) for eaeh member of the 
family; 

(b) Toilet artieles for eaeh member of the family; 

(c) Extra clothing for eaeh- member of the family; 

(d) Sufficiënt knives, forks, spoons, plates, bowls and cups for eaeh 
member of the family; 

(e) Essential personal effeets for eaeh member of the family. 

All items carried will be securely packaged, tied and plainly 
marked with the name of the owner and numbered in aecordance 
with instructions received at the Civil Control Station. 

The size and number of packages is limited to that whieh can be 
carried by the individual or family group. 

No contraband items as described in paragraph 6, Public Procla- 
mation No. 3, TIeadquarters Western Defense Command and Fourth 
Army, dated March 24, 1942, will be carried. 

3. The United States Government through its agencies will provide 
for the storage at the sole risk of the owner of the more substantial 
household items, such as iceboxes, washing machines, pianos and other 
heavy furniture. Cooking utensils and other small items will be ac- 
cepted if erated, packed and plainly marked with the name and 
address of the owner. Oniy one name and address will be used by a

Liberation School from a Mother's Point of View 


Oq Wednesday, June 25, thefirst 
Black Panther Liberation School in 
the East Bay was started at the 
Good Sheppard Church, 9th and 
Hearst Streets in Berkeley. Ha ving 
heard the sound trucks through the 
neighborhood anncuncing the start 
of school the day bef o re, I decided 
to go down with my two year old son 
to observe the scene and see what 

I could contribute to it, What ï 
found was a well organized, Pro¬ 
gressive school In the true spirit 
of sociallsm. 

On the Ürst day about 10 to 15 
chiidren, ages from four to ten, 
showed up, Now, after over a week, 
the attendence variesfrom 25to30. 
All are gtven a warm welcome into 
the "Big Family", as the group is 
called. In fact, I was warmly sur- 
prised when taïking with one of the 
Panther sisters on the first day to 
hear her say, " Could you bring 
your son every day7" Not sure of 
what a splrited two year old could 
learn and/or contribute, I decided 
to give lt a try and continue to do 
so with few regrets. 

The day begins at 9:00 a,m, with 
about three or four chiidren, A 
breakfast of cereal, milk and fruit 
or donuts milk and fruit is served 
them by the Panther staff and com- 
munity volunteers, many of whom 
are active in other organizations. 
As soon as the few are served, the 

II ru s h f * of the rem aining e hil d ren 
arrlving begins, AÜ are served at 
the low tables and they eatquitely, 
ree ei ving seconds if desired, and 
after finishing the chiidren clean 


up the tables. As soon as all are 
finlshed the class begins. 

The class is taught by one of 
the Panther sisters staff (the staff 
has changed several tl mes as the 
star tin g staff have gone to start 
other programs and are replaced.) 
The teaching follows the Panther 
program and knowledge of the key 
Panther learders--Huey P, New¬ 
ton, Eldridge Cleaver, Bobby Hut¬ 
ton, Bobby Seale, in particular-- 
form a daily part of thé class. 
The chiidren are also taught about 
society in terms of the class 
struggle in a clear way which is 
easüy understood by chiidren. 

Eaeh day of the week is al- 
located to a particular study: one 
day will be set aside for teaching 
class struggle, another wttl be 
taken up with a film about such 
struggles as the Democratie Na¬ 
tional Convent ion in Chicago 
and Friday is Field Day. The Field 
Days are orgnized around Pan¬ 
ther activitles and are deslgned to 
graphically demonstrate the ra¬ 
cist, class nature of the society tn 
which the chiidren live, Thus, one 
week the chiidren visited the scene 
of the April 6, 1968, police mas- 
sacre which re suite d in the death 
by murder of Bobby Hutton, The 
class also saw the scene where 
Huey P, Newton was accosted by 
Qakland pigs and framedonaman- 
slaughter charge. During the week, 
the chiidren study about current 
events, revolutionary culture as 
well as theory of class struggle, 

The educaton is well received. 


The chiidren retain the knowledge 
well as key and complleated con- 
cepts are put on simple terms. De- 
finitions such as "Liberation 
m eans F reedom* 1 , Re volution 
means change M , " Revolutionaries 
are Changers", are easily under¬ 
stood by the chiidren and eaeh of 
the deünitions are explained in 
greater detail during the cours e of 
study, All of the key personalities 
in the Black Panther Party and in 
politics are identified with large 
posters or pictures, with a key 
meaning put to them so that chii¬ 
dren won'tforget these individuals, 
For Instance, one well known pic¬ 
ture of Eldridge Cleaver shows him 
eating a piece of w T atermelon. So, 
the teacher shows the picture and 
asks, "Who is he?* 1 "Eldridge 
Cleaver3" is the loud response. 
"What is Eldridge doing?" "Eat¬ 
ing water tnelon!" 

Discipline for such a youthful 
group presents no problem. Dis¬ 
cipline is enforced In a positlve 
soeiai sense; chiidren are taught 
to be responsible to themsel ves and 
others. Thus, they are admonished 
that "if you want to be a part of 
the Big Family, you have to be- 
have" or "If you are going to be 
a revolutionary, you must listen". 
They are also admonished that 
selfishj irresponslble actions are 
not socialistic* 

Part of the training includes 
physlcal exerclse. Eaeh of the 
chiidren take turus in "teaching" 
the class by leading in the various 
exerclses. Leaders are pickedac- 


cordlng to their beha vlo r and de- 
gree of respons!bility. Even the 
staff and voluntary staff parti- 
cipate, following as the leader calls 
out "30 jumping jacks J *--and one 
might add, "and one for Hueyl" 

After the exercises, the chÜ- 
dren line up in pairs and march 
to Panther songs down the block 
and back again, appearlng very 
much like a revolutionary army, 
Into the building they march and 
sit down to a snack of fruit and 
class résumés again. 

The chiidren are also afforded 
an opportunity to exerclse their 
Creative talents with drawingfrom 
cartoons in the Black Panther 
Party newspaper orjust freelance, 
The chiidren—if not the adults— 
know what they are drawing, Exam- 
ining one four year oh^s rather 
confusing, colored shapes on 
paper, I asked what lt was. Sbe 
confidently replied, "Ifs a big 
grocery store where they rob the 
people," Right on! 

Although both the breakfastsand 
lunches are adequate, the staff 
often finds it necessary to dip In¬ 
to their own pockets for food and 
non-food Items such as napkins, 
paper cups, etc. The donations 
sim ply are not collected fast 
enough and the expanding program 
requl r e s Ine reasing donat ion s. 
Splendid organization is not 
enough; funds for food and im- 
provements in cooking facUitles 
are very much needed. Not oniy 
for the Summer program, büt for 
the regular school year. The as- 


sault by pigs upon the Sacramento 
office of the Black Panther Party 
Illustrates clearly that it is not 
oniy a questlon of money alone. It 
ls a question of political struggle 
so that the whole of society--not 
a small collectlon of individuals 
wlthin it—will meet the urgent 
needs of provlding hot lunches and 
breakfasts for all chiidren. Dona¬ 
tions of food and money can be made 
to the Black Panther Party, 3106 
Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, Calif.

I am not entirely sure of what 
my two year old son has learned 
about either the Panthers or Re¬ 
volutionary struggle, although he 
has bene fitte d from the discipline 
and daüy conduct with other chii¬ 
dren, But one thing is sure: the 
Black Panther Party has hit upon 
a very revolutionary concept in 
educaiion and comes the Fali, the 
"Utüe changers" will march off 
to school well nourlshed in food 
and thought to teach others what 
they have learned. They will grow 
up fully capable of confrouting the 
"power structure", the ruling 
class in a meaningfulfasbion, fully 
prepared to wage whatever kind of 
struggle ls required to recreate 
I America along more humane, just, 
socialist lines. 

Perhaps my little son will, in 
time, come to understand the most 
Important thing--that "Fascismis 
the fat (avariclous) businessman,"

The people of Richmond have 
been suffe ring for years, not know- 
ing why. They have been subjected 
to extreme measures of oppress¬ 
ion. Through invesügatlon and 
study, we have arrived at a con¬ 
crete analysis of the sltuation. We 
have found that the re are four chief 
categories of oppression here in 
Richmond, and all over fascist

these explolters are the móst 
harmful elements to the people 
of Richmond* They have prevented 
the people from gainlng true sight 
of themselves or their com munity, 
The avariclous (greedy, exploiting) 
businessman comes into the com- 
munity under the pretense that he is 
a friend of the com munity. K now Ing 
that in reality he*s going to try 
to exploit the com munity to lts 
fullest. This greedy exploiting man 
galns controi economlcally by 
ha ving the only store In that com- 
munity which carries all the items 
and produce that the people need 
to survive. He then sets prices 
that he knows the people are un- 
able to afford, this is where hls 
{riendltness comes in, He tel Is you 
that you can buy these goods on the 
instaüment plan o r som e other sort 
of credit gimmick that he wül work 
out for you, He knows that lf you 
continue to buy on credit that he 
will eventually have you and the 
com munity In economie trouble, 
He also knows that you wül begin 
to reiy and depend on tiim solely, 
After he Controls you economi-

Repression is going on in com- 
munities across the nat ion. Black 
people have been consistenüy re- 
pressed slmply by the very na¬ 
ture of thetr existence. The me- 
thods are economie and political. 
The fact of sla very, lynchings, 
slum housing, the mis-educ at ion of 
black children, the high unemploy- 
ment rate among black people, and 
the criminal lack of medical faci- 
liües are evidence of this. Tra- 
ditionally, any black per soa who 
has spoken out against the system 
has been systematically eüminated 
by varlous tactlos: Medgar Evers 
was murdered; Martin Luther Klng 
was murdered ; Huey Newton is in 
jail; whüe countless others have 
been well pald for their silence. 
Recenüy, a new dim ension has been 
added to these methods; the mass 
political arrests of black people 
on a range of charges which have 
no substantiation, 

The pattern is clear. Schools In 
the black community are being 
closed or occupied by armtes of 
pollce; black parents are being 
beaten in the streets; hospitals 
serving the black community are 
ha ving services drastically reduc- 
ed; welfare budgets are being cut; 
mothers tbat protest in the name 
of their hungry chttdren are beaten 
and jailed; and conspiracy charges 


* gal ast individu als and groups that 
speak to these problems are ram- 
panl. 

The black com munity has no his- 
tory of conspiracy or sabotage. 
Quite the opposlte, we have always 
been the vfctlms of such conspir- 
acies, from the community lynch¬ 
ings in the South, to the 1963 
bombing of the Sixteenth Street 
Baptist Church in Birmingham, 
Alabama, where four black cïül- 
dren were murdered, to the March 
1969 shootlng up of a black church 
in Detroit, to the everyday huml- 
liatlon and brutaüzation of tnnn 
and women in the streets. 

The legislative bodies both na- 
tional and loc al have set as their 
prioritles laws which perpetuate 
and create an increaslngly re- 
presslve atmosphere for the peo¬ 
ple ï examples are the McCarran 
Act, the local stop and frisk laws, 
preventive detention laws, the pro- 
hibitive welfare cuts—in other 
words, law and order without jus¬ 
tice. The lack of police response 
where crimes are pepetrated a- 
gainst the black community, such 
as the narcotics traffic, is in sharp 
contrast to the daily harassment 
of the people of the streets and 
the massive resources utilized to 
infUfcrate those black organtzatlons 
seriously working for the people. 

The courts do not escape com- 
plicity in this pattern. Judge 
George Crockett in a recently 
issued statement speaks of the 
courts following the “often 
accepted practices of condoning 
long pollce detentions, of ignoring 
prisoners’ rights to counsel and 
of delaying the hearing on writs 
of habeas corpus../' 

*It is in this atmosphere of ever 


present and now steadily growing 
repression of those who would 
oppose this country's contlnuing 
history of oppression that a new 
wave of mass arrests takes place. 
On March 29, 1969, New York 
District Attorney Frank Hogan is 
reported to have indicated that the 
grand jury began re cel ving evi¬ 
dence on the members of the Black 
Panther Party in New York. Wor- 
king around the clock in secrecy, 
this culminated In the mass ar¬ 
rests of members of the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party in their homes in a 
5a. m. round-up on Wednesday, A- 
pril 2. Many of the raids upon the 
dwelling places of individual Pan¬ 
ther s lnvolved the physical 
breaking down of doors by New 
York police officials and the search 
and seizure of many articles with¬ 
out the showing of search warrants 
even when requested to do so. 
This form of breaking and enter¬ 
ing appears to have been executed 
in a manner well caiculated to 
provoke, The police carrled pis¬ 
tol s and wo re buüet- proof vests 
as tbey smashed open doors. This 
entire arrest procedure ralses the 
most profound questlons of ele- 
mental justice, The tactlcs are 
not unrelated to theterrifying prac¬ 
tices of Hitler's gestapo lnthemid 
and late 30's. The frlghtening im- 
plications of this cannot be over- 
looked, 

Equally, if not more alarming, is 
the behavior of the guardlans of 
the law wtth respect to their hand- 
Ilng of the defendants once they 
were arrested. Here we move from 
police actlvlty to the office of the 
prosecuting attorneys and the ju¬ 
dicia ry. The indictment, in which 
twenty-one persons are named. 


charges conspiracy to eommit 
murder. Five persons not narned in 
the indictment were alsoarested 
--some ofwhomarenot even mem¬ 
bers of the Black Panther Party. 
The indictment charges conspiracy 
to blow up several department 
s to res, som e rail road p r ope rty and 
the Botanical Gardens, Although 
trial has not been held, none of 
the defendants can exercise hls 
right of bail because the courts 
and the District Attorne's office 
have agreed upon the unconsoion- 
ably repressive and prohibitive 
bail of $100,000 for each defendant. 
This is tantamount to enforced 
imprisonment for a crime or 
crimes not in fact commltted. The 
question of guilt or innocence thus 
becomes academie, slnce time Is 
being served on the basis of an 
accusatlon, Our consciences and 
our very survival dictate that we 
speak to the gross In justice in- 
volved In this procedure. The whole 
process is indeed a new and fear- 
some mode of Americanobelsance 
(obediance) to the concept of law 
and order. 

The role of the public media in 
each of these situations has been 
one to arouse within us grave 
apprehensions. They have consis- 
tently headiined the shooting and 
wounding of the Detroit policemen, 
while playing down the shootlng up 
of a black church in which the re 
were many women. and chil- 
dren, and the wounding cf four per¬ 
sons within that church. In New 
York the media has zealouslypro- 
claimed the charges against the 
Panther 21 In a manner which 
identifies, in the public mlnd, ac- 
cusations with guüt. At the sa me 
time, the public media has re- 


fused to print the Black Panther 
Party's refUtation of those 
charges. 

“Concerning the charges, every 
Black Panther Party Chapter and 
leadership knows that we would 
not waste dynamite on the blowing 
up of some jive raüway stations 
and department stores slmply be¬ 
cause some of our own poor peo¬ 
ple would be killed, and we 
know this is completely wrong when 
it eomes to organizing the people." 
(Excerpt from Black Panther Par¬ 
ty Press Release. April 7, 1969) 

They refused to print news of’ 
a baby born prematurely and who 
later died because of the nature of 
the repressive police act ion di- 
rected towards lts mother, Lena 
Powell, wjie of the arrested Cur- 
tis Powell. 

The arrest of the Panther 21 
is not an isolated event. It is 
clearly tied to the arrests and 
murders of Panthers around the 
country, and more lmportantly, it 
is tied to the growing repression 
the the black com munitles in every 
part of the nation. 

We call uoon ministers around 
the country to pro vide the Impetus 
for a public dialogue by beginning 
such dialogue in their own 
churehes. 

We call upon those public offi¬ 
cials who have, up to now, main- 
tained silence, to speak out loud- 
ly and clearly against these clear 
injustices. 

We call for all people who are 
concerned about justice to protest 
political imprisonments and to act 
now in the name of justice, to act 
now in the name of humanity,

The Chief Characteristics of Fascism 


A. The Police State 

Fascism depends upon lts storm 
troopers to crush all opposlUonor 
dissent. This is why this decadent 
fascist American govemment 
under the reins of trick Dick 
Nixon has escalated its harassment 
and destructlon of all Black Pan¬ 
ther Party offices and other poli¬ 
tical organizations. 

Secret pigs spy on the masses 
and any casua! remark against the 
regime leads to swift and severe 
punishment. Opposltion partles are 
dlssolved. Intellectual, athletic, 
and recreational organizattons are 
usually brought under the control 
of the fascist authority. The ruth- 
lessness of the pigs graduaüy be¬ 
comes less notieeabie. TMs Ls be¬ 
cause within a year or so after 
a fascist govemment takes power, 
vigorous opponents of the regime 
have either gone into exile or been 
murdered or have been made poli¬ 
tical p ris oner s. 

As stated by Chairman Bobby 
Seale one of the pigs tactlcs Is 
terror, From a study of history, 

going back to the epoch of time 
when the Ku Klux Klan let lts first 
fóscist devils run rampant across 
the country. Terror and murder of 
blacks young, old, no age limit. 


You can check out many magazines 
which show brothers hanging by 
their necks or awakened in the wee 
hours of the night to be made an 
example of. Blacks were drowned, 
burned, hung or drug at the end of 
a rope untll dead, They were mu- 
talated by the blood thirsty jackals. 
Today many have infiltrated into 
the ranks of the gestapo jive for ces 
of the police. 

B. Extreme Nationalism 

Fascism is highly nationalistic. 
It trios to reiateitsprincipleswlth 
the country, so that disagreement 
wlll look like treason. Some other 
country, or some group within the 
country, is usually picked out to 
serve as the enemy. This can be 
seen in the recent weeks editions 
of newspapers where the Party has 
been caïled the enemy. Sowhenthe 
people see them riding In the Black 
communities 4 deep and a minU 
arsonal in their trunks, they can 
say we ! re expecüng trouble in the 
vicinlty of town so we ! re just get- 
üng ready. We are made toappear 
as the cause of all evlls or mis- 
for tunes, This is an out right Ue 
because black people have always 
suffe red at the hands of this ava- 
ricious mad dog war machine, The 
Black Panther Party was founded 


by Huey P. Newton to deal with 
the problems in this country, by 
going to the people andaskingwhat 
were their needs and wants and 
drew up the i0-point Platform and 
Program. 

For example, the Nazis in Ger- 
many represented their movement 
as a crusade against the Jews, 
then as a flght against Com munism, 
and later as a struggle against the 
"attacks of whatever neighborlng 
country they wished to subdue or 
occup y." 

In 1954 when the U.S, imperial¬ 
ist s first went over into Vietnam 
it was to give them arms to run 
out the French, but after the French 
left, the occup yin g storm troops 
remained. When the masses asked 
what were we fighting for? The 
scoundrels had the audacity to say 
we were trying to halt communist 
invasion, but really they were 
trying to take over the country. 
Even untll today the gestapo is over 
in Vietnam practicing lts mass 
genocide and murder of other op¬ 
pres sed and exploited masses of 
people, Hundred ton bombs have 
been dropped, they have also been 
subject ed to various forms of 
Chemical blological warfare. Even 
modern and advanced weapons have 


been used by these blood thirsty 
parasites, Mac sa ys t 4 ‘the spirit 
of the people is stronger than the 
man's technology IT , 

Extreme nationalism often be¬ 
comes a kind of race fanatlcism 
or racism. Sometimes it combines 
racial and rellglous bigotry, as in 
the case of the strong American 
‘ movements of the 1920* s called the 
Ku Klux Klan, 

C. The Cultlvatlon of Ignorance 

Fascism, like all forms of 
govemment, rests finally upon the 
sincere consent of a large part of 
the populaüon which Is the indus- 
trialist bourgeoisie class and some 
of the unaware, or those not politl- 
cally educated to this ultra-right 
movement, We the Black Panther 
Party do not üght rnainly for the 
saké of fighting but we flght and 
conduct propaganda among the 
masses, to educate and to teach 
them the strategie method of re- 
slstance. To malntain this consent, 
the Fascist demagogie poïitician 
leadership must cut off the people 
from any Information which might 
cause them to doubt the complete 
righteousness of the fixed Fascist 
prlnciples. 

The newspaper, the radio, and all 
other means oi communication are 


carefully c en s o red so the public 
will get oniy those facts which the 
leaders want them to know. Travel 
to other countrles must be con- 
trolled, and freedom of speech and 
assembly must be rigorously sup- 
pressed. 

D. Militarlsm 

Fascism maintains among the 
masses a permanently warilke 
frame of mlnd, Every Citizenfeels 
that he is mobOlzed against 
enemles of the regime within, and 
against possible forelgn foes, The 
dictator comes to power du ring a 
period of economie crisis or de- 
pression. 

He gets rid of the depresslon 
partly by employlng many people 
in the making of weaponry, To 
justlfy this procedure, he must 
eonvince people that the country 
is threatened and mustpoint toward 
some of the enemies against whom 
the arms may be used.

Early on the mornlng of Jiine 4, 
a city pollce car moved into 
posftion to close the lntersectlonof 
Madlson Street and Western Ave¬ 
nue on the West Side C hlcago slum * 
A block away a car belonglng to 
the Chlcago detail of the Federal 
Bureau of Investlgatlon blocked 
another Intersectlon. 

To the sleepy-eyed early riser, 
lt all may have seemed strange, 
but to anyone who had Hstened to 
the Chlcago Pollce frequency for 
the prevlous 15 minutes, there 
would have been no mystery, The 
pollce d i spat c her had sald: 

“The FBI has Informed us they 
are golng to raid the Black Pan¬ 
ther headquarters on Maidson 
Street They request that all 
Chlcago pollce cars stay out ofthe 
area." 

Twice scarred by rioting, the 
West Slde is the heart ofthe poorest 
of Chlcago's two largest black 
areas. 

More FBI cars we re rnoving in 
withln moments, agents emerged 
and strapped on bulletproof vests, 
and attached white armbands to 
their left coafcsleeves wlth the red 
lettering, V S, Department of Jus- 
üce. 

Some took posltions on the roof of 
the building wlth machine guns and 
shotguns in hand* Others crouched 
in the Street behind their parked 
vehlcies, 

After shoutlng through a bull- 
horn for 30 mtnutes for the oe- 
cupants of the building to co me 
out, Martin Johnson, the agent In 
charge, orde red the doors sledge- 
hammered open and agents rushed 
ln side. 

The eight occupants wlthin we re 
led away quietly, a mimeograph 
machine was confiscated as was 
some cash and checks and a large 
quantlty of literature. 

But the announced pur pose ofthe 
search, a Federal fugiüve by the 
name of George Sams, was not 
found in the building. Later, the 
eight arrested In the building we re 
freed, 

Such raids - similar ones have 
occurred In Denver, Washington 
and Salt Lake City-have become 
al most routine wlthin the past two 
months, 

Federal officials are seeklng 
3a ms and other fugltlves In con- 
nection wlth the murder of a Pan¬ 
ther in Connectieut, In pursuit, 
FBI agents have raided Panther 
headquarters across the country, 

But the Pan the rs have charged 
that the manhunt 1$ a small part 
of the reason for the raids, that 
“fascist pollce state tactics M are 
being used to harass and crush the 
organization. 

Bobby Seale, Chairman of the 
Party, charged in a press con¬ 
ference at the Berkeley head¬ 
quarters of the organization re- 
cenüy that the raids were an at- 
tempt “to destroy...the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party leadershlp. 

A Justice Department official 
said there is no natlonal plan by 
the Department regarding raids on 
Panther offices, 

The reason for conductlng the 
raids at early morning hours is to 
avold attracting crowds that mlght 
turn into riots, the Department 
official sald. “Most of their offices 
are right in the mlddle ofthe black 
communities ,, , he sald, 

The Black Panther Party has 
long claimed lts leadershlp has 
been harassed by the pollce. Two 
of the Party's leaders, Huey P. 
Newton and Eldrldge Cleaver, are 
in jail and exile respectively. 

In the past year, the Party's 
membershlp and lts notorietyhave 
spread across the country In 40 
chapters wlth a membershlp esfl- 
mated variously between 1200 and 
5000. 

The Party's organizing acti- 
vitles have led to increasingly 

abr a s i ve confrontat ions betw e en 
the Panthers and pollce in city 
after city. 

Si nee the end of last year, scores 
of Panthers have been arrested In 
chapters throughout the country on 
charges ranging from possesslon 
of coneealed weapons to arson and 



armed robbery, 

The first big arrest of the year 
occurred in New York on April 2 
when 21 Black Panthers were in- 
dlcted on charges of consplracy to 
blow up several public buildings 
and department stores, 

Slx weeks later, ln a case pollce 
claimed was “directly ltnked" to 
the alleged bombing consplracy, 
eight Panthers were arrested in 
New Ha yen, Conn., and charged 
wlth the murder of Alen Rackley, 
24, a New York Panther. 

Searchlng for other suspects In 
the New Haven murder, ln which 
pollce say Rackley was also 
tortured, Federal agents carried 
out a succession of raids in at least 
four cïties In the next several 
weeks, They were: 

The June 4 raid in Chlcago where 
the F BI arrested eight pers ons, and 
confiscated funds used ln the Pan¬ 
ther breakfast program for school 
children along wlth thousands of 
pleces of Panther literature. 

A raid In Washington where the 
search for Sams led the FBI on 
June 6 to the apartment of Mrs. 
Jean Hughes, 41111 Southern Ave-, 
across the District line ln Prince 
George's County, She was charged 
with possesslng a stolen rille, 

ln Salt Lake City, where FBI 
agents charged Lonnie Mc Lucas, 
23, of New Haven, with being a fu- 
gltive from justice in the Rackley 
slaylng, He was held on $100,000 
hall. 

In Denver, where RoryHithe, 18, 
and Landon Robert Williams, 25, 
were chargedwlthunlawful fllghtto 
avold prosecution ln the Rackley 
case and held on honds of $200,000 
each. 

The Black Panthers have also 
run afoul of local law agencies ln 
such widely separated locaüons as 
Eugene, Oregon, Indianapolls and 
Saeramento. 

In the Indianapolls case, pollce 
raided the Panther office on the 
night of June 7 ln the midst of a 
disturbance ln vol ving some 400 
blacks* Of the 30 persons arrested, 
half were Panthers. 

Eight days later Ui Sacramento, 
the Panther offices were stormed 
by pollce during a shootout near 
Panther headquarters* The Mayor 
Richard Marriott, who made a 
personal ins peet ion of the Panther 
office, later sald he was “shocked 
and horrifled' 1 at the evidence of 
hullet holes, broken typewriters 
and damaged food, the results of 
the pollce raid, 

Panther natlonal Chlef of Staff 
Davld Hüllard, has charged Fed- 
eral and local pollce with de- 
liberately storming the organ- 
Ization' s offices across the country 
under the gulse of searchlng for 
suspects in crimes or reacting to 
local disorders. 

“We see the rapid growth of the 
Party and the respect we are be- 
glnning to gain in both the black 
and some white communltles as the 
basis of this constant haras- 
sment", HilUard sald. “The plgs 
have moved in such a brazen, 
chauvinistic fa s hl on that people 
are beglnning to relate to the Pan¬ 
thers''* 

While pollce actlvlty might be 
galnlng some sy mpathy for the 
Panthers, lt has also nearly 
strlpped several of the organiza- 
tion's chapters of their leader¬ 
shlp. In addltlon, contlnued charges 
of crimes by Panthers have served 
to alarm more moderate elements 
of black and white activists. 

Gerald Lefcourt, New York at- 
to rn ey fo r the B lack Pant he r P a rty, 
said Uï a recent Interview: 

“The only thlng the Panthers 
are worried about now is survival. 
They are perfectly sure that the 
government is out to wlpe them out 
ln a year. 

“For the Panthers/' Lefcourt 
contlnued, there Is pure fascism 
today - UI egal searehes, phony 
charges, high baüs, massive ar- 
rests - it's he re for the Panthers/ 1 

But, to the law enfo ree ment offi¬ 
cials, such as New York County 
Assistent District Attorney Joseph 

A, Phillips, the Panthers represent 
“distorted and twisted mlnds bent 


upon acts of terrorism". 

The notorlety, thelegalcharges, 
the raids and the controversy all 
center on an organization that ls 
barely three years old. 

Formed ln 1966 after a series 
of conflicts between youths and 
Oakland, Callf., pollce, the Pan¬ 
thers first came to wider natlonal 
attentlon after their founder, Huey 
P, Newton, was charged withmur- 
de ring an Oakland pollce man. 

Since then, the Panthers and 
pollce have been ln repeated 
clashes. It was the Panthers who 
colned and clrculated the term 
“pigs" to refer to pollce men. 

As the group's natlonal pro- 
minence grew, it attraeted to its 
ranks author, Eldrldge Cleaver. It 
also attraeted many young urban 
Street youths. The Panthers began 
achieving a reputatlon as a vio¬ 
lent organization last year when 
several West Coastmemberswere 
arrested in armed robbery cases. 

To correct its Image, the Pan¬ 
thers purged 40 of lts Oakland 
members and posslbly three times 
that many nationwide. 

The organization also created a 
breakfast program for school chil¬ 
dren in many of the large citles. 

The program has been extremely 
popular in most of the citfes in 
which it has been trled, leading the 
Panthers to charge that one of the 
reasons for their “harassment" is 
the politica] success of the break¬ 
fast program. 

In the face of its present legal 
problems, the Panther organlza- 
tl on has gone on the counterattack 
wlth two devices. 

It has formed a natlonal lawyers 
councU to co-ordinate Panther 
legal delenses natiorrwide. AU 
torneys William M. Kunstler of 
New York and Charles Garry of 
San Francisco head the councU. 

The Panthers have also called 
for a “natlonal conference" tode- 
velop a “United Front Against 
Fascism". The conference is 
scheduled to be held ln Oakland, 
beglnning on July 16. 

The primary objective of the 
conference, the Panthers say, isto 
bring together radical, leftist and 
liberal groups and indlviduals - 
white and black - to form a new 
coalUion against “politica! op- 
pression."

Interview With Bobby Seale

CHAIRMAN: The National Con¬ 
ference for a United F ront A ga in at 
Fascism which wil! be in Oakland, 
Callfornlaon July 18, 19, and 20, 
is to bring in all strata of society, 
to actually in fact dt'velop a Uni¬ 
ted Front Against Fascism, Peo- 
ple and representatives of organ* 
izations across the country, all 
progresstves and Progressive type 
organizaüons, all churches and 
church representatives oi all dif¬ 
ferent faiths and religions, all 
workers especially, to be invited 
from different unions, etc,, will 
be invited here to attend the con¬ 
ference. Individuals and represen¬ 
tatives of different types of organ- 
i zat ion s around the nat ion--be they 
llberal, semi-liberal, be they even, 
say, a black policemaif s asso- 
ciation — if they stand firmly 
with the United Front Against Fas¬ 
cism, they T ve been invited here. 

This Conference is not called 
just to save the Black Panther 
Party. It's called so that we can 
save the people, and save the 
people' s organizations. Because 
lf the pig power structure is al- 
lowed to get away with what they 
are trying to do to the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party, the/li be allowedtodo 
the same to any organization, any 
union, any church, any group of 
people who are uslng their hasic 
democratie rlghts as a weapon 
against oppression. 

LNS; Do you expect the United 
Front to continue as a poütical 
organization after this conference? 

CHAIRMAN: The conference is 
being called not just as a debating 
society. It's to have some con- 
o ' -te ac' ton. Ifc Is not being calh*l 
So debate ideology, or to s! r i^gle 
with ideology because of people*s 
different ideas of w f hat I aey believe 
In. It is being called to put forth 
a concrete program of ooperation. 
Presently in New York the re is a 
branch of the National Committee 
to Combat Fascism. Here we have 
one, in Los Ang?ies we have one, 
and we also put one tog ^ther in 
Chicago. These commtttees will 
continue to exist and out of those 
many hundreds who wO attend the

CHAIRMAN: There’ve been state¬ 
ments made that the Black Panther 
Party was supposed to change lts 
name in favor of this United Front, 
This is not true at alL Someone 
put it out that an American Lib¬ 
eration Front was going to be 
formed. If the United Front Against 
Fascism people in the future 
wanted to develop some kind of 
politic al party or apparatus called 
the American Liberation Front, 
the Black Panther Party wou ld 
not be opposed to the represen^ 
tatlves who wanted to do this, 
But at this conference, we' re not 
trying to set that up. What we 1 re 
trying to do is call the people 
together and see to it that we 
really begin to establlsh a United 
Front where we can actually com¬ 
bat fascism. 

LNS: Can you elaborate a little bit 
on how you go about telling the 
white workers about fascism? Af¬ 
ter all, a lot of them seern to 
thlnk IV s in their interest, How 
do you talk to them? 

CHAIRMAN: One of the things 
that's going to have to be done 
is to work with the churches. A 
lot of these people as well as a 
lot of black people are in the 
churches. When we say '* religion 
vs. fascism’V, the churches are 
going to have to really begin to 



llce groups with people workiniTor 
community control of police in 
their own areas.

(The cops broke 
up a Black Nationalist meeting by 
shooting into the church. Ed) and 
even Father NeiF s church here in 
Oakland was attacked when the cops 
s to r m e d i nto the ehu rc h suppose dly 
to arrest someone. 

We ? re not asking people to like 
our ideology, we" re telling people 
that they themseives aresubjected 
to this fascist regime and they 
cannot let what liappened in Ger- 
many happen here; they cannot let 
what happened in Raly happen here. 
In fact, they have to begin to under¬ 
stand that the old terrorisüc or- 
gani2ations such as the Ku Klux 
Klan and the Black Legion, back 
in the 30’ s, that the gener ation of 
nowadays doesn’t even remember 
are in the form now of the mass* 
ive police departments across the 
nation. They've just replaced the 
Ku Klux Klan, although the re are 
still some of these semi-fascist 
organi 2 ations around such as the 
Minutemen. 

But the major threat is that in 
every major city, whenever there 
are masses of people who are 
beginning to use their democratie 
rlghts righteously to oppose the 
oppressive system, Ia these pla?es 
police departments have been 
doubied, tripled and quadrupled. 

This is very important for peo¬ 
ple to begin to understand. They 
have to understand that they ean't 
wait and identify fascism some 
place in history or In another 
country 3 or 4 thousand miles away. 
The fact is that it's rlght here 
under their very noses in new gar* 
ments and they have to identify 
H and recognlze it for what it 
is. This fascism has shown Lts 
face here overtïy in the last few 
months, e special! y since the 
Democratie Convent ion, tn all the 
attacks that have gone down against 
the Black Panther Party and a- 
gainst many student organizations 
and groups. 

LNS: Do you think there 7 s any 

danger when you call for a United 


Front that the revolutionary prin- 
ciples of the Panther Party are 
going to get watered down? 

CHAIRMAN; The Black Panther 
Party is not trying to project lts 
princlples and lts ideology in this 
conference... We 7 re talking about 
a United Front Against Fascism. 
Those who stand against fascism 
are the people we consider to be 
Progressive people, you see. 

When we say com munlty control 
of police we* re talking about any 
kind of political prisoner whether 
he’s black, brown, blue, green or 
yellow. W' re not talking about only 
how the courts affect black people 
here, W e' re talking about the Mexi- 
can American brotherstoo, and the 
Puerto Rican brothers and white 
people and poor white peopïe. 
We 7 re not even going to be talking 
about the Party's Ideology. We 7 re 
going to be talking about construc¬ 
tive action againsi the fascism 
which has developed in the police 
state here in America. 

LNS: Can uie ballot be used against 
fascism? Can you vote thefascists 
out of power? 


C H AIR MAN; Com muni ty con t rol of 
police itself is in fact direcied to 
the ballot. The community control 
of police concept ts related to a 
petitlon tliat is to be circulated 
in every city. You get apercentage 
of the voters in that city to sign 
the peütion, thereby it auto ma tl- 
cally go es on the ballot where the 
masses of the people themseives 
can in fact vote to de cent raü ze 
all police departments. 

Naturally electoral politics is 
going to be affected by the con¬ 
ference, because the conference is 
going to deal with whether or not 
it' s going to support poïiticlans who 
do not stand up against fascism. 
This will be maehinery all across 
the country to let the polltlcians 
know that we will not vote for 
you and will in fact work for that 
politician who works for commu¬ 
nity control of police and who 
stands for the end of fascism and 
the o the r polnts that co me out of the 
conference*

A flyer recenlly circulated 
among members here appeals M to 
everyone in and around the viciulty 
of White Plains, to people who live 
and work in the black com mu¬ 
ni ti es, to work with us to saüsfv 
the pressing needs of black peo¬ 
ple by donatlng to the ** F ree Break- 
fast for School Children Pro¬ 
gram."* 


The chapter, we hear, has gotten 
in touch with several churches tn 
the city but so far has been un- 
able to find a locaton. They ask 
for do nat Ion s of hJod, eatlng uten^ 
sils and for volunteers to prepare 
and serve the break fa sts. 

Jïmmy, the Panther newsboy 
says tliat be sells nïneor tencopies 
a day (arriving at about 5 p.m. f 
with hls eight* year old b rot her who 
guards the stack while he goes out 
on the sldewalk) and boasts of 
having once sold 14. 

Some of the oldf j r workers have 
been appearing in the afternoon. 
Three were selling the paper yes- 
terday, each claim ing to have sold

f 'No man, nobody’s given us any

Of Judges* Juries And Pigs 


Why does a Detroit cop get ac- 
quLtted of the murderof a black youth 
at the ' f Algiers Motel," when there is 
absolutely no doubt that he shot the 
unarmud young man without provo- 
cation? 

First and fo re most, of course, be¬ 
cause he is a cop — a white cop in a 
capitalist white supremacist society, 
and the youth was black, poor, a member 
of an oppressed nationaiity, whose 
brothers and sisters we re even then 
engaged in a local uprising. 

But the marmer o f the cop's acquittal 
gives us an instructive lessen in the 
ways of courts, judges and juries and 
how they are used against the poor and 
oppressed, 

First, It was an ali-white jury in 
the all-white town of Mason, Michigan 
that acquitted Ronald August, the ac- 
cused pol leeman. Mason is 80 miles 
from Detroit, the scene of the crime» It 
was a judge who granted the "change of 
venue" to this town in the first place. 

And second, the judge presiding at 
the Mason trial instructed the jury 
members that they had to find August 
guiicy of murder in the first degree 
— or else not guiicy at all, even 
though both defense and prosecutïon 
counsel $ had asked for a choice of 
first degree murder, second degree, 
mansiaughter and nut guÜty* 

The jury acquitted August after 
three hours and the Detroit F ree Press 
said ibis was to be expected after the 
judge's charge to the jury. 

it was veïy obvious what the judge 
was doing in this particular case. But 
judges alwavs control, intimidate and 
overawe juries, both legally andextra- 


legally. The jury is not an independent 
body of "peers'* in the best of cir- 
cumstances (and only a twelve-man 
lynch-mob in the worst), but actually an 
arm of the courts and the state, dis- 
guised as afreely actingcross-section 
of the cicizenry» 

Feeiings we re so strong in Detroit 
over the Algiers Motel incident, and 
the crime was so well known because 
of John Hersey's book, that the police- 
man got a "change of venue" to the 
aii-white town 80 miles away. 

Now black Huey Newton is accused 
of killing a white cop* But the r uiers 
of Oakland, California are not going to 
give him a "change of venue" to be 
tried in an all -black court in some 
black community - ^ miles from Oak¬ 
land, This is not only because there is 
no such all-black court in the United 
States, but because the black people are 
part of the oppressed masses and are 
in fact super-oppressed. And the capi- 
calist state is determined to keep them 
Chat way and the courts, being part of 
the state, are organized with that in 
rnind. 

As for reforming the jury system, 
or making the ruling class live uptoits 
promise of "trial by your peers," there 
are always some few adjustments that 
can be made within the system. But the 
fact remains that while the capitalist 
state exists, the jury is always packed, 
just as the judge is always prejudiced 
against the oppressed. In class society 
it is the rich who judge the poor, the 
bosses who judge the workers, the well- 
fed who judge the hungry, and the white 
who judge the black. 
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STOP FASCISM 


Fascism is the power of finance 
capicai Irself—the greedy busi¬ 
nessman, the demagogie poiitician 
(one who leads the people by ap- 
pealing to prejudlces and pas- 
sions), and the racist pig cop, E ach 
of which carries out the oppression 
and exploitation of the working 
class people in the guise of demo- 
cracy* 

The Black Panther Party, the 
vanguard party, finds it our duty 
to educate the poor and oppressed 
people to the form that thls capi- 
talistic, racist System is taking— 
FASCISM* Cold-bloodedfascismis 
exemplified in the assassination of 
Malxolm X, the imprisonment of 
Huey P* Newton for his political 
beiiefs, the assassination of Mar¬ 
tin Luther King, the occupation of 
WUmlngton, Delaware for one year 
after the death of King, the 14,000 
troops at the Chicago Democratie 
Convent ion, the necesslty for the 
exlle of Eldridge Cleaver, the na- 
tional repression of the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party, the attack on the Re- 
public of New Africa's Convent ion, 
the brut al attack on the people of 
Berkeley by 7,Ö00nationalguards- 
men, and the repression of all Pro¬ 
gressive clements that are 
struggiing to wrest the power out 
of the hands of the oppressor and 
return it to the people, 

We, the masses of people, must 
unite around thls common enemy of 
fascism to regaln the power of the 
people* We, as a people, have been 
stripped of our power as a resuit of 
oppression and exploitation* Be-, 
fore we can regain that power and 
begin to cömxol our own destinies 
this System must suffer a rev- 
olutionary change for the good of 
all the people* 

"Power concedes nothlng with¬ 
out demand." Without our demand

BLACK UNITED FRONT ENDS ROBBERY 
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Members of the Kiack United 
Front, in Kansas City stopped 
the rapé and robbery of 200 young 
black sisters, The incident was one 
of the largest cou-games run In 
the city. Rat Euggles set up this 
deceptive plan In order to "give 
the black girls a chancethey wou ld 
not have otherwise’L 

Ruggles charged each young sis¬ 
ter participating in the beauty con¬ 
té st $5.00 reglstration fee, Thls fee 
also inciuded, modeling classes 
from the Linda Valentine School of 
modeling. This school was owned, 
and operated, and founded by Rug¬ 
gles himseïf* Ruggles also charged 
the sisters, $4.9S for their plc- 
tures, that were taken (in the sis¬ 
ters bedroom at night) for posters* 
This fascist had hls game uptight* 
Collecting $10.000 from all of 
these 200 sisters was quite ahauL 


Something Uke $2,000*00. 

The conté st was to be held at 
the Ivanhoe Temple, 32 and Park* 
The tickets were $3,00 per person. 
The sisters were to win the Utle 
of Miss Kansas City, also a schol- 
arship to another modelIng school* 
The man used the money to his 
discretion and none of the things 
he promised the sisters mater- 
iallzed. 

Members of the newly founded 
black coaiitlon ca me to the Pan- 
thers and ran down the way this 
robber had his vicious con-game 
set up r And how he was molest- 
ing these young sisters, The Pan- 
thers and other brothers worked 
out a system by which this man 
wou ld be dealt with* They first 
asked the dude to stop the fashion 
show and return the money, He 
would not, So the brothers went to 


the beauty contest that Sunday and 
rapped to the people that were pre¬ 
sent and they respondedby jumping 
on the stage and Lite rally beatlng 
hls butt. The people took him out- 
side and continued to vent their 
frustratlon on Ruggles, 

The pigs came on the set, and 
subject! vely beat Brother Merle 
Brown, In the series of events 
which followed three brothers of 
the coalition werebusted and two 
plgs were sent away olnking in pain. 

This criminal Ruggles, who was 
arrested and in the tradltion ofpig 
j u stic e, lm med late 1 y rele as ed, 
flled charges against four brothers 
for robbery, precisely the game he 
was trylng to get away with. Among 
the four brothers charged with rob¬ 
bery was Brother Pete O 1 Neal, De- 
puty Chairman* Ruggles then fled 
the city fearing his Ufe, reallzing 


that the spirit of the people would 
have been his executioner. The 
charges were dropped, to the 
sorrow of the fascist pigs who 
would have loved to have kept those 
brothers exlled from the people. 

The re will be, in the fhture a 
streng guard against the robbery 
of the black coramunity by dema¬ 
gogie politicians. There is a clear 
indication that the people will help 
the Fanthers and other members of 
üie Black United Front guard 
against this type of thing. Together, 
the volce of the people is saying 
"We want an end to the robbery by 
the capitalist of our black com- 
munity",

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"We are working lo get unions and 
unionist*Hilliard sauL "We have prom- 
ises of some of the black caucuses in the 
unions to co me. We want all the workers 
and peasants to be there.” 

WhÜe the rhetoric is revolutionary,, 
the projected content of the conference is 
aimed at rolling back reaction. ït is to 
make the stated content of American denv 
ocracy available to the ghettos. where it 
has never been enjoyed. 

The primary aim of the conference, to 
arouse national interest in community 
qontrol of the poiice f o rees. is not an en- 
tirely new notion. Last year, an effort was 
made in Öaktand to put an amendment to 
the City Charter on the ballot for that 
purpose* Sïgnatures to a petition were col- 
lected jointly by the Peace and F reedom 
Party and the Black Panthers. "We didn’t 
start early enough," Hilliard says, "but 
within five days we got 20,000 sïgnatures 
In the Eastand West Oakland ghettos/' 

The Panthers want establishment of 
separate poiice departments in a city's 
major eommunities. These would be auto- 
nomous T though they could use common 
facüiües. Each department would be ad- 
ministered by a fulMime poiice com- 
missioner seïected by a Neighfcorhood 
Poiice Control CounciL These couneils 
would be elected by the neighborhood 
and would have the power to discipline 
officers for breaches of policy or vioïa- 
tion of law* The council would be em- 
powered to recali commissioners when no 
longer responsive to the community and 
the community in turn coukt recall coun¬ 
cil members. Finaïly, all poiice officers 
would be required to Hve in the commun¬ 
ity w hich employs them * 

Other issues to be raised at the con- 
feience are amnesty for all politica! 
prisoners and the right to self-defense. 
The Panthers also hope to get agreement 
that politicai support will be given eniy to 
candidates supportmg the conference’® 
chief demands. 

This is an important national initiative 
foi the all-black Panther organization who 
originally stuck to community self-help 
activities in the ghettps. 

The Panthers hope that the July con¬ 
ference will result in another. larger gath- 
erïng later this year io that, in the words 
of one of our vi si tors, it can unite "all 
forces that are anti-fascist buf not anti¬ 
communist/’

S ix young black men came into our 
New York office, Black Panthers 
from the West Coast, eager to talk about 
the "‘United Front against Fascism in 
America,” they are trying to organize, A 
four-day conference in Oakland is schedul- 
ed for that purpose, July 18-2L lts main 
projected actior is to seek community 
control of the pc liefe. 

Aïl six are leading members of the 
Black Panther Party, who devote their 
fuil time to "the revolution.” Dave Hil¬ 
liard, Black Panther Chief of Staff from 
Oakland, joined the party "about two 
months af ter it was founded in 1966, and 
Eve been busy ever since.” 

In recent months, a portod of stepped- 
up poiice attacks, the Panthers have ïn- 
creasingly feit the need for alliances with 
other groups. "We hope that the confer¬ 
ence will unite all radical and liberal 
elements/' said Ray "Masai” Hewitt, 


a Deputy Minister of Information from 
Southern Califomia. 

No New York Panthers were among 
the six, "Thats because they are in jail/' 
Hilliard explained. "Twenty-one of our 
brothers, the whole New York leader- 
ship. The pigs are trying to cut off the 
head of our organization. We now have to 
rebuikt.” 

: he Panthers have been singled out by 
poiice all across the country for special 
brutality and harassment. This prompted 
the current initiative to try and stem 
poiice tirutality. 

"We want to embrace all Progressive 
elements/' I was toid t "aïl national group 
minorities. We appeal to every liberal 
and Progressive.” 

They are studying Georgi Dimitrov’s 
essays and speeches on the United Front

Reporter, the Bay Area’s most important 
black weekiy, and attomeys Charles ff. 
Garry and WilHam Kunstler, The latter 
two have long heen active in the defense 
of frame-up victims. Garry is the attom- 
ey for Huey Newton, 

In mid-fune, the Panthers were mail¬ 
ing 2,000 invitations to varïous organiza- 
tions and had already obtained support 
from an interesting list of militant ghetto 
youth, 

Among them were the Young Lords of 
Chicago, a group of Puerto Rican youths; 
Los Siësta de la Raza, Latinos from San 
Francisco's Mission District; Young 
Patriots, a Chicago white working-class 
grouping composed mostly of refugees 
from Appalachia, and the W.E.B, DuBois 
Clubs of America.

Èxcept for Namath what they have in 
common is that the Justlce Department has 
been forced to admit in court that it tapped 
their phone conversations, violating both 
court orders and a presidential directive* 

The only legitimate use of wiretapping 
allo wed under President Johnson’s ex ecu- 
tive order issued June 30,1965, is in nation- 
ai security investigations. The order also 
provides that no wiretapping “shall be un¬ 
der taken or contimied without fïrst obtain* 
ing the approval of the attorney genera!/ 1 

Former Atty: Oen* Ramsay Clark, who 
served from Oct, 1,1966 to last Jan* 20, said 
that while he headed the Justice Depart¬ 
ment he had never given the FBI (J, Ëdgar 
Hoover, direetor) authorization to tap or 
bug Dr, King or Elijah Muhammad, 

But while the former attorney general 
disapproves, the current one, John N, 
Mitdieli, approves. 

A statement filed by Mitchell in U.S* 
District Court in Chicago defended tapping 
the pbones of five persons facing federal an- 
tiriot charges for disturbances at the Demo¬ 
cratie National CoBvention. They are Hay- 
den, Rubin, Seale, Dellinger and Davis. 

This document claims the unrestricted 
rlght of the FBI to extend its immunity for 
national security eavesdropping into black 
nationalist, campus militant and antiwar 
groups. The federal memorandum said 
wiretapping against the five political activ- 
Ists was “deemed necessary to protect the 
nation from attempts of domestic organiza- 
tions to use unlawfid means te attack and 
subvert the esdsting structure of govern- 
ment." , 

Where wïll aH thls end? Wül the end of 


the line be a tap on anybody’s telephone? 
Football star Namath has not been charged 
with anything. But Newsweek reports the 
FBI tapped the pay telephone in his New 
York restaurant It prints excerpts of con¬ 
versations that could only have been over- 
heard by the tappers. Joe Namath a securi¬ 
ty risk? Only to other grid teams. Were the 
agents searching for subversives among all 
those gamblers? Dr. King a security risk? 
Onjy to people who fear the true spirit of 
democracy.

Electronic eavesdropping on av¬ 
erage citizens as well as radieals 
ls expanding rapidly under the U.S 
go ve ramen Ps rush towards a po¬ 
lio e state. The Jus tic e Department 
was forced to reveal its posiUon 
in U S District Court Frlday, June 
13 in response to demands by the 
Conspiracy that all Information 
coliected through wlre tapping be 
shown to their defense attorneys 
as preseribed by the U.S. Supreme 
Court, 

The statement Irom the Justice 
Department contended that the gov- 
ernment does not have to secure 
court approval before In stalling 
electronic surveillance devices a- 
gïilnst organlzations it suspects of 
trying to "foment violent disor¬ 
ders" across the nation, This is 
the category in which they place 
the Conspiracy 6 under federal 
Indictment for Crossing state llnes 
to inclte a riot du ring the Demo¬ 
cratie National Convention. 

The Justice Department claimed 
Presidential authority, delegated 
to the attorney general, to use 
wire tapping inforeignintelllgence 
gathering and monitoring of eon- 
versations of domestic organiza- 
tions suspect ed of planning to use 
unlawfUl means to overthrow or 
subvert the go ve mm ent, The cri¬ 
teria used to determlne which do¬ 
mestic organizatfons endanger the 
national security have been very 
broad, even Including flgures Uke 
Dr, Martin Luther King, Jr, In 
fact the FBI has even been tapping 
the phones of members of Congress 
in lts malntenance of “internat 
security." 

U.S r officials are werking very 
hard to protect this domestic spy 
apparatus from public scrutiny. 
U.S, Attorney Thomas Foren said 
Frlday that some of the wire tap 
records would be turned over to 
the Conspiracy 1 s lawyers but other 
portlons would not be revealed. 
The Justice Department has given 
these conversations to U,$. Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge Julius Hoffman 
to read over secretly before he 
concurs with its decision to wlth- 
hold the Information. 

Trying to imitate the big boys, 
Cook County State* s attorney Ed- 
wa rd Han rahan had hls wrlst slapp- 
ed by the Senate judiciary commit- 
tee. Downstate Republtcan legis- 
lators dlslike hls wire tap blll 
which proposed that a state' s attor¬ 
ney or a peace officer could lis¬ 
ten in oh a conversatlon with the 
consent of only one party. State 
Sen WUliam Horsley (R-Sprlng* 
field) said that under this “a part¬ 
time deputy sheriff could listen in 
on a conversatlon between two 
people involved in a divorce case/' 
Han rahan agreed to make lt man- 
datory that wiretapping authorlza- 
Uon be given only in cases of 
suspected ** cri minal" activlty and 
declded that only the state' s at- 
toraey would be able to authorize 
the eavesdropping* This version of 
the blll was approved by the Sen¬ 
ate. The bili was eariier approved 
by the house without the amend- 
ments so it must be sent to a 
conference committee before golng 
to the governor, The wire tap 
blll is seen as a test of the Su¬ 
prème Court' s recent ruling that 
both partles must approve the elec¬ 
tronic eavesdropping on their con- 
ve rs ation. Han r ahan should not feel 
too badly about ha ving to insert 
the restrictions in his blll. The 
FBI can give him their w + lre tap

I think they were reactlonary and 
I think that SDS is perfectly right 
in what it did, Fm very glad tosee 
that it happened. Fm also very glad 
to see the struggie develpplng so 
rapidly in the Chicano community 
and the Puerto Rican community, 
the Chinese community, the Indian 
community, the red maifs com¬ 
munity. And also, I was very glad 
to hear news and to see pictures 
of the Young Patriots, the young 
white warriors who haverelatedto 
the oppressed people, who have re- 
cognized themselves as being op¬ 
pressed and are relating on a fun- 
damental level, Fm verygladtosee 
all these developments, I want to 
encourage those developments and 
say that we need to broaden our 
base in that regard. We need to 
have every community united in 
that regard—united itself jfirst. 
The revolütionary forces within 
each community must become 
united. And, we must deveïop ma¬ 
chine ry that transeends eachcom-

munity, that connects the revolu- 
tionary forces In each community 
with each other so that they can all 
be focused on our cornmon enemy* 
This Is not Impossible to do. I 
think that we have discovered the 
proper mechanism for doing this 
and that it is inevitable that this 
process will develop no matter 
what opposition or stumbling 
blocks are placed in our way by 
our enemies or by ourwell- mean* 
ing, but misguided friends* 

The most Important thing that I 
wotüd like to talk to you about, the 
most Important thing happening, is 
something that I can't talk to you 
about at this time, except to say that 
I belle ve that it is time for our 
struggle to go through a qualltative 
change* It’s very clear that Baby- 
lon is stacking up with fugitives, 
that many of us are no longer able 
to fUnction within the frame-work 
of Babylonian legallty, and so, 
therefore, we have the choice of 
either ceaslng to fimcüon or to con¬ 
tinue füncüoning outside of the 
framework of Babylonian legallty, 
within the frame work of that whlch 
Is ïegitimized by the people and by 
the people* s struggle. I want to 
make lt very clear that this is 


the choice that I make* That even 
though the Babylonians look upon 
me as a fugitive, I want them to 
know that I am not the fügitive, 
that they are the fugitives* They 
are the fugitives from the justice 

of the people. And that they may 
thlnk that the arm of the law is 
long, but I want them to know 
that the arm of the people is much 
longer than the arm of thepig* And 
there is no place they can hide* 
They cannot hide here In con- 
temporary times. They will not be 
able to hide in history because we 
will seek them out dead or alive, 
and we will put them in their por- 
per place now and also In history, 
Justice wül be done and justice will 
be established in reality and also ln 
the history books* That they are 
damned eternally by their actions* 
They are damned now by their 
present actions, and they will be 
damned historically by the evil 
that they* re doing on the planet 
earth* So that there's no hope for 
them* They are the fugitives and 
we are pursuing them and we are 
golng to capture them, and we* re 
going to inöict justice upon them 
whether they like it or not. 


We have always known that 
Richard Meathead Nixon, Bone 
nose Nixon is a dirty, treacherous 
motherfucker. Now he has really 
proven how dirty and treacherous 
he really is, For my own part, I 
didn’t require any more proof be- 
cause I wathced the man* s career 
and his eiection to the Presidency 
of the United States, to me is a 
very accurate reflection of the 
crisis that the United States is In, 
because for a nation to be in such 
a conditlon asto elevate such a man 
to supreme power, it means that 
there* s a low reading on the bar-* 
om eter in Baby ton because at last 
the gutter has been scraped* The 
gutter, the political gutter of Baby- 
Ion has been scraped in order to 
come up with a leader to sec ede 
Lyndon Baines Johnson* Lyndon 
Baines Johnson, everyone thought 
was the ultlmate in sciirvLness in 
the political arena, But Lyndon 
Baines Johnson came off the bot- 
tom of the bucket whereas Richard 
Nixon represents that whichleaked 
through the bottomofthe bucket and 
merged with the mud, So the man 
comes from out of the mud of the 
political cesspool and I think it* s 
very fitting that he is now Presi¬ 
dent of the United States* He has 
now released bis vicious mad dog 
J. Edgar Hoover to implement the 
fascisüe repression that he has 
always wanted to implement 
publicly, that he has in fact been 
implementing privately all of his

me, having been in prison myself, 
that they will not stop anything by 
loeking these brothers and sisters 
up. The only thing that they wül 
do is üicrease their revolutionary 
fervor* They wül create more re- 
volutionaries because when these 
brothers and sisters go to prison, 
they will take the message there 
and Babylon has hadit* Babylon has 
had it because there are toe many 
angry men and angry women In 
Babylon for Babylon to survlve. It*s 
no longer a case of one or two bad 
apples in a barrel, but it*sa barrel 
of good apples who know that 
they*re not bad apples, who now 
realize that the pigs are the bad 
apples in the barrel and lts time for 
some pruning* And so we’ re gonna 
do some prunlng and we' re gonna 
prune these bad apples, these plg 
apples, off the tree of life and put 
them into the garbage can of history 
where they belong, 

This V d like to say to the revol¬ 
utionary forces in Babylon.Idonot 
want people to thlnk that Iwas set¬ 
ting an example on how to deal with 
the situation by leaving Babylon* I 
hope that you understand that it was 
my desire to remaln in Babylon, to 
go underground in Babylon, and to 
continue my struggle andmypartl- 
cipatlon in the struggle under¬ 
ground* I do not want people to be- 
lieve that the best thing to do is to 
leave, I would advise them that if 
it's at all possible do not leave, 
but to stay in Babylon and to con¬ 
tinue the struggle and makelt pos¬ 
sible for others who have already 
left to return because that is where 
my heart is* That is where I want 
to struggle* And that is where I will 
be returnlng to as soon as possible, 
and it* s not far away, and, do you 
dig it? Do you dig it? Do you realize 
that I wül be back and that PU be 
back soon? And that just as I was 
able to get out without the pigs 
belng able to do anything about ft, 

I wül be able to get back in with¬ 
out the pigs belng able to do any¬ 
thing about lt. 

How can I not say something to - 
i mean all the names pop into my 
head. So Pil jusi say, right on 
people* Right on. Right on Brother 
Bobby* Right on Brother David, 
Right on* 
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"Hitler had the Jews; we’ve got the 
niggers. We have to put our ma in stress 
on the nigger question, of course, hc- 
cause that’s what preoccupies the masses 
—but we're not forgetting the few» Jf 
the Jews knew what was coming—and 
believe me, it r s coming as surely as the 
dawn—they'd realize that what's going to 
happen in America will make Nazi Ger* 
many look ljke a Sunday-schoof pïenie. 
We'11 build betier gas diambers, and 
more of thein* and this time there won't 
be any refugees. The average American 
has otiiy a dun veneer of cfvilization 
separating liim from the sa vage, you 
know—far Jess of a veneer titan ihe 
Germans had. When that's stripped 
away and he really goes wild, when this 
thing really explodes, therell be a rojje 
ban ging over the lamppost for every Jew 
and nigger in America. Jesus, I'd ha te to 
be in their slioes! Bot you remember 
what Napoleon said about revolutiom 
—you can't make an omelet without 
break ing eggs." 

He paused and seenied to brood for a 
few seconde 

"Of course, diere are sonie good Jews, 
you know, Jews like Dan Burros, wïio 
was a friend of mine, Yeah, print that 
some of my best friends are Jews. Dan 
Burros was one ol the most patriot ie» 
ded icated Americans you*11 ever meet in 
your life." 

Frankhouser feil silenL Burros was a 
fa natie American Nazi who servet! as 
Rockwcll's lieutenant for years, the» ie- 
signed in 1962 to edit a magazine cal led 
* Kilt! and finally became a Rian leader, 
He had ruslied into Frankhouser’s louse 
in üctober 1965 brandishing an issue of 
The New York Times that ex pose tl his 
jewish ancestry, snatchcd a loaded pistol 
from die wall and blown his brains out. 

Frankhouser's reverie was inLernipted 
as the car came to a stop. After turn ing 
ofï the engine, Roger motïoned the three 
of ns to remain in our seats while he 
got out, holding what looked like a 
pair of cast an ets. Two loud, hïgh- 
pitdicd chicks resounded through the 
thickly foresied mountain slopes and 
were et hoed al most instantly lrom up 
the roud. I didn't see the two men, botb 
dressed in plaid hunting jackets and 
match ing caps, umil they we re within 
five feet of us. Botb w r ere young, with 
healtliy out door fa ces, and both era cl led 
12-gauge shotguns under their arms. T’hey 
said notbing, bnt Roger nodded to 
them, and then to us. We dimbed out 
and stood beside the car, shïvering in 
the still, moonïess night. 

M TTiï$ is liim," said Roger, jerking a 
thumb in my direct ion. "Hes got a tape 
recorder, so if you don'l want to say 
any thing, don*t." 

One of the men didn’t acknowledge 
my presence, but his companion, a 
tanned sixdooter in bis early 2Gs, waïked 
forward and pumped my band vigorous- 
ly, introducing ïnmself as Tom jordan. 

"You just w-rite the truth about us, 
mister, that's alk and w r ell be real good 
friends." His smïle was warm and open, 
his eyes empty* "We just hate to make 
enemies.” 

He turned and motïoned us to foliow 
him off the road and ïnio the tangled 
underbrusln The snow was several 
inches deep and the going was di(heult, 
. doubly so si nee no one used a flashlight. 
We walked for aboul 20 minutes. most 
of the time in what appeared to bcspïraïs 
—evidemly to ensure that 1 would never 
be able to rctrace our steps—and finally 
halted in a smalï clearing sentried by 
snowdaden pines. Roger clackcd bis 
noisemaker again; this time four men 
matcriïdized out of the shadows, all 
dressed in identïcaJ bunting outfits, all 
carrying shotguns. Roger—w'hö had lost 
a leg in Vietnam as a Green Beret— 
lïmped up to the grotip and spokc quiet- 
ly for a moment, then cal led me io his 
side. 

There were no ïiitroductions this time. 
He dug one booted foor into the ground 
and said, "Hert 1 it is. We've got every- 
thing oui but the rtarkets. You cm go 
take a look hef o re we set the fuse." 

I glanced down, but coidtl see uothing 
but fro/en earth. Hogers thin mouth 
grin ned. 

Ji Not bad, buh?" He reacbed over.

prïed Jïis fingers into the ground and 
pulled up a dirt-covered trap door. A 
three-foot square of light glowed at my 
feet. 

"The Feds could be standing on it 
and they'd never gucss it was diere," he 
said, as close to good humor as I ever 
saw him. "Go down and see for yourself." 

I dimbed w r ith difhcuUy about 12 
feet down a wooden ladder and into a 
narrow tunnel leadïng into a room ap- 
proximately 22 feet long and 18 feet 
wide. The air was dank, and light ftick- 
ered from three kerosene lamps hanging 
on the roüt-laced dirt w'alls. The bunker 
was equipped with electric light fixtures, 
but the genera Lor, also underground, bad 
been de to na led earlïer. There were tw T o 
bunks built into a wall, a mimber of 
empty rifle racks and several lethal- 
looking red-finned rockets, each four feet 
long, red in ing on roughhewn pine 
shelves. 

Roger dambered down behind me, 
folio wed by frankhouser and the Impe- 

rial Niglithawk, jordan and the otbers 
remained oiitside. 

"These rockets are Intle beauties," 
Roger tolcl me, picking one up in bis 
right hand like a toy, "They have a 
range of thirty mi les with the right 
laundiing tube and carry one heil of a 
pay load. You couhl sit on a roof in New 
York and lob one of ihese on Newark 
and wipe out half a city hlock with 
n o body the wiser. H took us two years of 
experiment ing acid a lot oF close calls 
bef ore we gc>t them opera ti onal, but 
now we're stockpiling them all a cross 
the country. They’re light, portable and 
deadly—the ideal weapon for our kind 
of resïstancc movemciH," 

Frankhouser called my attent ion to a 
small makeshift laboratory built into the 
back wall. "This is the Chemical closet," 
he said, poinnng to a jumble of Bunsen 
burners, beakers and empty test tubes. 
"Every r bunker ïs equipped with one, no 
matter how rudimentary. We mainly use 
it for mak ing nitroglycerin and nitro- 
glycol." 

I asked ïf that wasn't pretty volatile 
material to play around with, and 
Frankhouser appeared offended. 

"We're not amateurs, you know, 
Every man in this unit goes through 
intensive training in the manufatuire of 
nitroglycerin. lf you Te got the right 
Chemicals and the right measurements, 
anybody with a fair degree of imeUigcnce 
tan do it." 

He walked over to a lialbempty steel 
filing cabinet, riffied through the draw- 
ers and extracted a sheaf of papers. 

“These are a few of our confideiitial 
training manuals, 1 he said, "but it won't 
do any barm for you to takc a look," He 
hamled me a tb ree-page mimeographed 
pamphlet titled "Nitroglycerin." It be- 
gan: "Basically, the production of nitro¬ 
glycerin involves the gradual addition of 
glycerol to a mixture of nitric and sui- 
ph uric actds, folio wed by se parat ion of 
the nitroglycerin from the waste products. 
The following directions will serve for 
the laboratory preparation of NG in small 
amounts/' It conduded with the admoni- 
tion to bc careful ïn handling the solu- 
tion, si nee "Nitro in its iiquid form has 
from 30 toGO times more explosive pow'er 
than in dynamite form.’* 

Roger slumped on one bunk in appar¬ 
em boredom, but Frankhouser leaned 
over my shoulder* eagerly indicating 
other ])oints of interest in the Minute- 
man ordnance manuals, 

"That one ïs about lUolotov cock¬ 
tails," he said. "They're the crudest com¬ 
ponent of any resistance arsenal, but 
don’t underestimate them on that ac¬ 
count. Tliey*re st ril damn useful in 
Street fighling or in terror bombings," 

He hamled me a booklet in form ing 
the student that "The best settip for 
mak ing ‘Molotov cocktails’ js as follows: 
Using the small dis(K>sable-type beet hol¬ 
lies, fUlcd with a homemade napalm mix¬ 
ture of iwo-thirds gasoline and one-tbird 
Duz, hII the boules and cap them with 
an inexjjensive bottIe cajjper available at 
mosï drugstores. Tape a regular Tam- 

pax sanitary device to each bottie with 
masking tape." 

Frankhouser ïaughed as I finished 
reading it aloud. "Wc should really set 
up joint training sessions with the nig¬ 


gers, shouldn't we? A community of com- 
mon interest, and aM that shit," 

I asked him what else was manufac- 
tured in the bunker's laboratory facilities, 

"You’d be surprised at the wide range 
of killers you can produce with rela- 
tïvely unsopilisticated equipmem," he 
replied, referring me again to the Min- 
uteman manual, w r here novittates were 
instructed that "A good dieap explosive 
can be made by disiilhng iodine crystals. 
When kept in ammonia they are very 
stable, but when dried out, betome 
highly explosive. . , . Pure sodium met al 
while dry h is perfectly stable. but when 
placed in water is a lerrihc explosive, It 
burns with intense heat and gives off a 
deadly gas." 

The manual contamed instructions 
for even more imaginative lethal agenis: 
"Metliane gas (or nerve gas) is obtained 
when small slivers of [a common com¬ 
mercial plastic] are imerted in a riga- 
rette, The results are always fatal, and 
almost immediate. The only known 
antidote is atropine, which must be 
taken immediateïy." 

I asked Frankhouser if these sorts of 
weapons had been used by Mïmnemen 
in the terrorist aitacks and bombings 
that have plagued civil rights and peace 
groups in recent years. 

He gTinned and said, "Let’s just say 
we’re not do ing all this for our own 
amusement.*' 

Roger glanced at liis watch and toid 
us the fuses were ready. As we turned to 
go, Frankhouser gestured to a small bar¬ 
rel at the foot of one bunk, from which 
two wires extended out the tunnel and 
up the ladder, 

"That's filled vdth hydrogen gas," he 
explained, "We use the wires to spark it 
off electrically. This whole place will 
disappear without a tracé. And the noise 
of the explosion is a damn sight less 
than dynamite, lqo; you won't be able 
to hear it more than a half mile away." 

Lugging the last of their cached weap- 
ons, the three Mi nu te men led Lhe way up 
the ladder, I was the last to go, and Frank- 
houser turned to look back over his 
shoulder at me as he readied the top 
mng. 

"AH we*d have lo do is slam this 
trap door shut and leave you here to go 
up with the bunker." He smilcd boy- 
islily, "Unless somebody knew just 
where to look, they’d never find your 
body in a thousand years." 

Forcing a smile, I dimbed out into 

the icy nïglu air. Roger led us back to 
the cdge of the clearing, stopping on the 
way to angrily snatch a cigarette from 
the Imperial Niglnhawk*s mouth and 
grind it out under hts heel. Jordan wa$ 
crouched over the wires that snaked out 
of the bunker*s mouth. Hc looked up 
at Roger, waited for his nod, and then 
touched the tw-o w-ïres together, There 
was a soft muffled blump and tlie earth 
in the clearing rippled for a few secouds 
an<l then ebhetl to its familtar contours. 
In the silence that followéd, three of the 
men pat teel down the disturbed ground 
with spadés while Jordan cut off the 
wires with a pair of shears where they 
extended from the earth, 

Frankhouser, the Imperial Nighthawk 
and I turned to follow Roger back to 
tlie car. 

"A shamè that place w r as compro¬ 
misei I,” Frankhouser murmured as we 
irudged through tlie snow, "hut ive've 
got pleuty more." 

As 1 left the car, back at my downtown 


hptel, Frankhouser told me, "What 
you've seen tonight may not seem too 
impressive in a military sense, But re¬ 
ine niher, it only takes one match to 
jgniie a tinderbox," With a sure flair for 
melodrama, he lit a cigarette and flicked 
the matdi into tlie gutter. Roger didn't 
say good nïght. 

Five days later, I took a plane for 

Kansas City. When I checkecl in at the 
airport motel, DePugh was waiting for 
me as arranged. Tall and heavy-set, he 
was dressed casually in khaki sbeks and 
a red wool pullover. His jet-ldack hair 
was receding, and he sponed a luxuriant 
beard, L lor my home town’s centennial 
celebration*'—an explanatïon I had no 
reason to doubt at the time, although I 
later discovered there w-as a different and 
far more practical reason, DePugh’s 
features were handsome in a rawboned 
fashton, but his skin w r as unusually pale 
in tlie muted light of the motel coffee 
shop where we liad au early lunch hefore 
drivïng to his office in Norborne. His 
dark eyes were tlcep-set and commanding, 
with a disconcert ing habit of dancing 
around and beyond mine as he spoke 
and then suddenly fixing on me with a 
baleful stare to punctuate a poim. In the 
time I spent w r ith him, DePugh was ïn- 
variably friendly and accommodating, 
but I never feh completdy comfortable 
under that gare, 

Sipping a Jemonade—he neither drinks 
nor smokes, but sucks constantly on 
medicated throat lozenges—DePugh went 
out of his way to put me at ease. 

"From what the press prints about 
us, you probabïy expected me to be 
waiting for you with a Thompson sub- 
machine gun,” he said, smiling. "But 
Fm glad you came, and I want you to 

be my guest while you’re here, The re's a 
lot 1 have to say, and not mudi time to 
say it in." 

At the time, I missed the sïgnïhcance 
of that last remark, and mcrely won¬ 
de red how he had earnetl his reputation 
for tacimrn hostility to the press. 

DePugh drove me to Norborne In 
his dusty station wagon, crammed with 
unopened correspondente and canons 
stamped with the name of his veterinary- 
medicine firm. He appeared preoccupied 
on the ride and chatted desultorily 
about his impending four-year sentence 
for violation of the Federal Firearms 
Act, assuring me tïiat the cache of ma* 
cliine gans discovered on his prapeny 
by Federal agents was planted there as 
part of a "political frame-up," I asked 
him if he would peacefully surrender to 
serve his sentence when and if his ap- 
peals to the high er courts were exliaust- 
ed, "ril cross that bridge when I come 
to it," he replied, 

DePugh s spirits seemed to ligliten’ 
when we- left High way 10 and pulled 
into Norborne, a dusty farm community 
of 950 people, most of whom seem not 
to have decided wliethcr their celebraied 
neiglibor has put the town on the map 
or blackened its name with notpriety. 
The Biülab Corporation, a seedy seven- 
room f one-story white stucco building 
on Main .Street, doublés as Mmuiemcn 
headquaners, and the front room was 
piled high with Hierature and back cop- 
ies of the organizatioiFs house orgau, 
On TargÉL J’he sickly sweet smell of a 
vitamin A preparation clung heavily in 
the air and, in the back. veterinary mctli- 
cines were l>cing mixed in two liuge

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vats by wlme-smocked lab technidans, 
DePugh introdu^d me to hïs wife, a 
small appk-dumpling woman wkh a 
sweet smile and haggard eyes, and to 
his daughter Ghristine, a pen red- 
head who had recently been elected high 
school home-coming queen and was now 
addressing envelopes at an overflowing 
desk. He then ushered mc into his private 
office, a windowless room lined with hoor- 
tö-cciling bookshelves. DePugh slumped 
into the ieather swivel diair behind his 
desk—ornament ed wilh an antiaircraft 
shell and littered with clips of ,30-calibcr 
anunonition and uiiopened letters—and 
shouted for toffee, wliich was served ns 
by a teenager with a scraggly heard whom 
hc proudly iniroduced as a Mimiteman 
infikrator in the national headquarters 
of the leftist W. E. B* DuBois Clubs. 

As we sipped our coffee, 1 glanced at 
somc of the books on his sliel\es: Texts 
on guerrilla war fa re by Ché Guevara, 
General Giap, Mao Tse-mng and Gen¬ 
eral Grivas of the Cypriot resistance 
niiovement adjoincd H. C. Lea's three- 
volume occult dassic Materials Toutard 
a Hisiory of Witchcraft , tbc Department 
of State[our-voJume Doen men ts of 
Ger man Foreign Policy , 1918-1945, Tr* 
sauU Battle Drilt by Major General j. C. 

Fry, On War by \ f on Clausewitz and as- 
sorted volumes of Kant, Nïetzsche, 
Schepenhaiïer, George Onveil and Boris 
Pastenrak, If nothing clse, DePugh *S 
reading tast es were ca i hol ic. 

He watehed mc cataloging his ïïbrary 
and then smiled indulgenUy. "If you're 
looking for Mem Kampf, ii's not there/' 
he said, "I read and reread it when I 
was a teenager. I could quote it to you 
from memory," 

"Were you ïmpressed?" I asked. 

'Tm a compulsive reader,” hc said. "A 
lot of ihings inipress me." 

As my tape recorder spun quïetly on 
the desk l>ctw'een us, I tokl DePugh 
about my ky foray inio the Appaladlians 
with his "troops/ 1 and asked how Lhe 
caches of arms they were stockpiling 
across the nat ion would uJtïmately bc 
used. 

"Those stotkpiles are being laid away 
for the time when the struggïe reacties 
the point of armed confrontation. ïn 
the interim, we jntend to continue our 
campaign of overt politica] propaganda 
and proselytizing." 

"Do you reaïly believe a handful of 
men with machine guns, mortars and 
homemade bombs could ever overcome 
the United States Army, the National 
Guard and local police forces?” I asked. 

“First of all, we'11 have a lot more 
than a handful of men ready to figJit 
when the time tomes. Of course, we 
could never overwhelm the Govern- 
meni’s military power in coxrventional, 
set-piece batt les; but the wliole purpose 
of revolutionary guerrilla warfare is to 
so tenorize and demoralize the state 
apparatus that it'll coliapse from its own 
interna! stresses and comradictions, Gas¬ 
tro didn’t conquer Cuba miJitarily: at 
the time Batista fled into exile, the 
governmem forces stül had overwhelm- 
ing military superior* ty and could have 
w r iped out the rebels ïn a traditional 
military battle—but Gastro and Gucvara 
blended politica! persuasion and terror- 
ism with guerrilla warfare so effectively 
that they ondermi ned the States morale 
and its capacïry to defend itself* Even 
after Dien Bien Phu, the French still 
maïntaiued military supremacy in Indo- 
china and could have fought on for years 
agaïnst the Vietminh; but Giap's bril- 
liant use of insurgency tactics eroded the 
French will io resist and rhcy scuttled 
and ran. At the hetgïu of his effective- 
ness on Cyprus, General Grivas had only 
one hundred full time terrorists— but by 
select ive assassinations and icrrorism 
and dynamic use of psychologïcal war¬ 
fare, he brought the Britisb to their 
knees*” 

He steepled his fingers thoughtfuïly. 

"'i'he suaess of any guerrilla insurgency 
is predicatcd on two factors: discontent 
among the populatioti and u rcsolution in 
the state apparatus. Ruthless expbitation 
of those clements by even a tiny minorïty 

of itisurgents can topplc a government 
with the Strongest "military force al its 
disposa L” 

I liste ned, absorbed* Desjitte his fanat- 
icism, and tl te patent absurd in of his 
Welianschfmung. the man emailated a 
disturbiiig aura ol power and pur[iose* l 
had traveïed to Kansas City ex peet ing to 
eiicounter a toni-fielt Rohcrt WeJdi, an 
ununored liïck tlemagogically peddliitg 
the tiretl nosmum of the ultrarïght, 


ïeavened whth a fillip of paramilitarism 
to titïllate the lunatic frïnge; instead, I 
had found an urbane, intelligent, even 
mildly cynical politica! tlieorïsi who ap- 
peared seriousïy to envïsage the day 
when his followers would sei/e power in 
a nat ion bied dry by foreign wars and 
ravaged at home by racial strife and 
economie upheaval. 

He conti nued: ”A key factor in the 
U, S. is that in the crunch w f e could 
count on support from sizable segments 
of die Armed Forces and police; ïn fact, 
if you break down Minuteman rnember- 
shïp into employment categories, you'11 
find more cops than any otlier single 
group." 

“You mentioned assassination as a 
pariictdarly effect ive method of terroriz- 
ïng the Opposition,” I said. “Are the 
Mi innemen prepared to liquïdate dieir 
politica! enemies? Have they already be¬ 
gin i to do so? Ki 

DePugh seemed prepared for the 
q nest ion, "You could hardly ex peet me 
to teil you if we'd removed aii)body in 
the past," he said* "We don't vol unieer 
that kind of Information, ln Eactj u[i till 
now the Mi rui tem en have adhered to 
W'hai 1 Cidl the prindple of deliberate 
delay, The past eiglit years have been 
used to marshal our strength, to train 
and harden our cadres for the time 
when we‘11 be deal ing ïn bul Iets instead 
of pamphled»; any premature action 
such as assassination could only give the 
state a perfect excuse for cracking down 
on us, and I've dehberately discouraged 
it.” 

“Then you've refrained from resorting 
to assassination only for strategie reu- 
sons?" I asked. 

"1 have no moral qualms wdiatsoever 
about political assassination, The stakes 
in this struggïe are too high, for both 
America and all of Western ctvilizatioii, 
for us to forgo a ny mea ns, however 
brutal, that could tip the scales in our 
favor. ln Eact, of course, we 1 re entering a 
practorian age of assassination and 
counterassassination, wherc political 
questions won h t be decided by the qual- 
ky of your argument, but by the quality 
of your marksmauship.” 

He plucked the silver foil from a 
throat lozen ge and popped it into his 
mouth. “You know f ,” he went on, “one 
man with a telescopïc rifle can have 
more impact on the course of lustory 
than a hundred political treatises or a 
dozen political parties* In any society 


travel 35 feet in this one-half second. 
3iuce die average passenger car is about 
12 feet long, it will be necessary to lead 
the front cdge of the car by three and 
one half lengths for the hullet to strike 
in the vicinity of the driver's seat." 

Two more pages of detailed instruc- 
tions on firïng distances and velocity 
ensued, complete with diagrams, fol- 
lowed by exhortations on accuraey when 
sniping at targets moving on foot. As I 
finished reading, DePugh teaiied back in 
lus chair. " Fhat's just the basic instruc- 
tions every one of our members starts 
out with,” he said. "We follow it up 
with months of training and firing at 
moving and stationary targets. Man for 
man, we probably have bet ter maiksmen 
than the Army or Mannes.” 

1 started Lo hand the document back 
to him, but he waved it aside, 

"Keep it as a souvenir,” he said, 
“Maybe some day tliere'Jl be somebody 
you wam om of die way, and it'll come 
in useful,” 

He crunched his lozenge. “Actually, 
you know, a rdle is a relatively criide 
means of killiiig a man* We go through 
damit thorough arms training, but guns 
are only one small element in a realiy 
modern resistance arsenal. All this stress 
on gun contrei and registration has al- 
ways gïven me sort of a cliuckle; Tve 
often thought of writing a book called 
1001 Ways to Kill a Man Without 

Vdng Firearms —dedicated to Senator 
Dotkl, of course/' 

"Would you care to name a few?" 

“Wetl, die most lethal vveapons at our 
dispösal are Chemical- and bactcriologi- 
cahwarfare agents. The man in the Street 
seems to believe there's sometliing sci- 
ence-fictional about these devices—that 
they can only be mattufactured in ultra- 
sophisticated, top-s^cret Govfnimem lab- 
oratories, But the unique thiug about 
C.B.YV, agents h that they can he pro- 
dticed with a minimum of laboratory 
fa edities, and at surpmingly low^ tost. 
All that’s neetled is a certain level of 
eclucation and training and re'atively 
rndimentary cquipment; almost any 
competent chemist, for exampfe, could 
syiithesize deadiy nene gases of various 
types/' 

1 kuew DePugh was a trained chemist, 
and his Biolab facilities w-ere far from 
rndimentary. "Have you ever tried lo 
produce nerve gas yourself?” 1 asked. 

J hrough the open door I could sec 
his pretty teen age daughter laughing 
(OtjiieUishly with the hippie-Mimiteman 
who had brought our coffee, My ques- 
tion smick me as uiireal. 



there are certain indivrduals who are 
the keystones of the state structure 
-—and if tlieyVe surgically removed, one 
by one, the whole cdifice could collapse/' 
He smiled. "When you realiy thïnk 
about k, assassination is a relatively hu¬ 
mane means of effect ing political change, 
Instead of riots and revol utions and Street 
battles that would kill himdreds of thou- 
sands, you merely eliminate a policy by 
elimtnatïng its architects. Quite a pro 
gressive concept, actually.” 

"Are you training Minutemen as po- 
litïcal assassins?" I asked* 

He looked through a mound of pa¬ 
pers on his desk and tossed me a four- 
page mimcographed pampillet stamped 
cONTiDtNiiAL. ”When using teleseop- 
ic sights,” the paper began, ”thc 
sni|>er aims his rifle by placiug tl te top 
of the post retiele (the cross hairs in 
most dvilian-type scojic sights) on the 
aiming point. But the sniper's final 
concentration should be on the retiele 
ra tb er than the target." Every probiem 
conf routing the aspi ring assassin, from 
ad verse wïnds to crowds surrounding his 
victim, was covered; and particular at¬ 
tent ion was given to targets in moving 
vehides: “Ai an average speed of 2100 
feet per second, it will reqinre one-half 
second for the hullet to travel 350 yards. 
During this half second au automobile 
would move about seven feet for each 
ten mi les per hour it was travel ing* At 
50 miles per hour the vehicle would 


"Yes* weve done it right here at Bïo- 
lab. and ekewhere across the country." 
DePugh smiled as he added. “Tliough 
our tniiial experiment got me iruo bot 
water with my kids. A few years ago, we 
developed our first batch of nerve gas 
and decided to try out a sample on the 
family pet. a one-himdred-eighty-pound 
IrLsh wolf hou nd. We diluted it down to 
approximately one tenth of wbal wc 
thought would Ti igger a noticeable pliysi- 
ological response and gave him a w r hifT: 
lie walked about six stej^s and feil over 
dead as a doornatI. We tried aitiftcial 
respiration and gave him oxygen, but 
none of our effons could revive him and 
tny chikben didnh speak to me for a 
week!” 

hc smile faded, and he strokeil the 
amiaircraft shell on his desk pad ab¬ 
stract cd ly. 

"Of course, our tediniques are mudi 
more sophisticated now. \\ r e hase a 
Muntber of our own physicians and bac- 
tertologists working on the product ton 
of bïo.ogical agents and* just as int por¬ 
tam, antiioxius to immuni/e our own 
men. \fost of this research goes on after 
iïours tn public and private tnstitutiom 
where iliej itold a regular job dui ing"' 
the day and have an opportunity to 
moonltghl a few r hotirs in the even ing 
on projects of their own. I'd suspect that 
some C.B.W. a^nts researched by us are 
even further developcx! than anything 
the Regular Army has; we've gone into 


such advanced [ïhases of biological war¬ 
fare as the select ive breedtng of various 
Kithqgens in order to increase or de- 
creasc their virulence and to tender 
them resistatn to amibiotics. You know, 
a knowledge of bacteriology coupled with 
a knowledge of geneiics can produce 
pathological agents that are unique, that 
exist nowhere in nature; and a numher 
of these have tjualitics particularly well 
suited to the activities of a resistance 
movemem. TheyVe portable, inexpen- 
sïve lo manufacture and easy to conceal; 
one man with a test tube in his pocket 
could whpe out a whole Army base, We 
would obviously ne\er unleasli such 
agents among the general populatioti. 
This would only utrti public sentiment 
unalterably against us* Bul by controh 
ling virulence and range, we’ve got a 
select ive death dealing weapon diat could 
effectively terrorize the opposiLion.” 

Mrs. DePugh entered the room lo in- 
form us that dinner w r ouId be at six and 
that she was going home now to bake a 
blueberry pic—"Bob's favorite dessert/' 
DePugii tossetl lier the car keys. 

With a deepening seme of uineality, I 
resumed our cotiversation. "What spe- 
cihc biological agents are the Minutemen 
eurrently working on?” 

"There are ftfty or six tv possi bihties," 
hc said, "hut we've narrowed our sights 
down to seven that we fee! are particu- 
ïarly well suited to guerrilla aetivïty* 
Pneumonic-plague bacillus is one heil of 
a killer, but ids diflicult to rcduce tlie 
plague's virulence sufficiëntty to use it 
on specific targets without infecting the 
innocent. We've had the most success to 
date with equine encephalitis virus. 
We've developed three unique strains 
of ïi that we feel hold substantiai 
promise and offer many interest ing op- 
portunities. One strain in particular* 
developed by a doctor in üregon, is 
realiy a honey/' 

"When do you plan to put these bio- 
logical agents to use?" 

"Geftailily not at this stage of the 
game," DePugh rep.ied. "We'd only cm- 
ploy C.B.W. when the struggïe had 
readicd the final point of armed con- 
fromation bet ween us and the state. 
Right now we’re essentiaüy still in a 
premiliury phase, a per tod where ter- 
rorism and assassination may play a 
growing role, but not as in open, ail-out 
struggïe. For one thiug, the populat ion 
isn't ready to support au underground 
resistance movemem yet; the economie 
and racial situations haven‘t deteriorated 
sufficiënt!). This is the time for the 
stiletto, not the howitzer. A poison that 
will kil! one key man is more valuable 

to us now than a pat hogen that can 
ueutralize live thousaud." 

"Are you manufacturing poison s, too?” 
I asked, 

“Our medicaï-research teams have also 
done exliaustive research iit toxïcology, 
and have selected a number of poivuis 
that could be quite producthe under 
the proper circumstanees, There’s reaïly 
no Midi thing as a }>oison tliut doesn t 
lease a tracé, you know, but there are 
poisons tluu are extreme!y difficult to 
detect in the system. Take insuJiii, 
wliich ts readily available bom any 
pharmacist and is a natural ingrediënt 
of the body. A dose of insulin that 
would have no effect on a dïabetic 
wo ifd kill a heakhy liuman being, But 
how would an autopsy c\er be able to 
determine that ii was murder, since any 
tracés of insulin discovered in the system 
ion ld just as well beloog there natural ly? 
Yiioiher dandy poison that's extreme- 
iy difficult for a pathologist to detca is 
MKctnvkholine. You mav remember that

3. We want an end to the robbcry by the CAPITALIST of our Black 
Community. .. . 

We believe that this racist government has robbed us and now we are 
demanding the overdue debt oÊforty acres and two mules, Forty acres 
and two mules was promised 100 years ago as restitution for slave labor 
and mass murder of black people. We will accept the payment in currency 
which will be distributed to our many communities. The Germans are now 
aiding the Jevvs in Israël lor the genocide of the Jewish people. The Ger¬ 
mans murdered six miHion Jews, The American racist has laken part in 
the slaughter of over fifty rnilüon black people; therefore. we feel that this 
is a modest de mand Ihat we make. 



What We Believe 


4, We want decent housing, fit for shelter of human beings, 

We believe that if the white landlords will not give decent housing to 
our black community. then the housing and the land should be made into 
cooperatives so that our community, with government aid, can build and 
make decent housing for its people. 


5. We want education for our people that exposes the true nature of this 
decadent American society. We want education that teaches us our true 
history and our role in the present~day society. 


We believe in an education al system that will give to our people a knowh 
edge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himseif and his position 
in society and the world, then he has little chance to relate to anything 
else.

We believe we can end police bmtality in our black community by or- 
ganizing black self-defense groups that are dedicated to defending our 
black community from racist police oppression and brutality. The Second 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States gives a right to bear 
arms. We therefore believe that all black people should arm themselves 
for self-defense. 


8. We want freedmn for all black men held in federal, state, county 
and city prisons and jails. 


We believe that all black people should be released from the many 
jails and prisons because they have not received a fair and impartial trial. 


9. We want all black people when brought to trial to be tried in court by 
a jury of their peer group or people from their black communities, as 
defined by the Constitution of the United States. 


We believe that the courts should follow the United States Constitution 
so that black people will receive fair trials. The 14th Amendment of the 
U .S. Constitution gives a man a right to be tried by his peer group. A peer 
is a person from a similar economie, soeial, religieus, geographical, en- 
vironmental historica! and racial background. To do this the court wil 1 he 
forced to select a jury from the black community from which the black 
defendant came. We have been, and are being tried by ail-white juries 
that have no understanding of the “average reasoning man“ of the black 
community.

When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the politica! bands which have connected them with 
another, and to assume, among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and natur^’s God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the separation, 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienabïe rights; 
that among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. That, to 
secure these rights, governments are instituted among men, dcriving their 
just powers from the consent of the governed; that, whenever any form of 
government becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of the people 
to alter or to abolish it, and to institiite a iiew government, laying its 
foundation on such principles, and organizmg its powers in such form, as 
lo them shall seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. Pru- 
dence, indeed, will dïetate that governments long estaL should not 

be changed for light and transient causes; and, aceordingly, all expeiïence 
hath shown, that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are 
sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing the forms to which they 
are accustomed. Rut, when a long train of abuses and unsurpaiions, pur- 
suing invariably the sa me object, evinces a design to reduce them mul er ab¬ 
solute despotism, it is their right, il is their duty, to throw off such govern- 
merituntl to pro vide new giiards for their fuiure security.

Eldridge Cleaver -made the decision to politically exile himself 
November 27th, on the basis that the Adult Authority made an outlaw deci- 
sjr>it T and that he has been denied his eonstïtutional right to due process of 

law. 

The revoesiion of Cleaver’s parole wa* illegal, heraiiKe ito parole 
violation was commilted. 

The Adult Authority parol v board has 'Lied to inaintain that Cleaver 
violated his parole by having a rifle in his possession, and by associatiftg 
with individuals of bad reputatïon. This contention, we will show» is false. 
The Adult Authority version contradicts the Superior Court order itself: 

" .,, Cleaver’s only handlmg of a firearm (the rifle) was in obedienee 
to a police eommand, He did not handle a hand gun at all. There was noth- 
ing one way or the other to show a conspiracy or a situatiën calling for the 
application of the doctrine of aiding and abetting, Hence, nothing suppürr- 
ed either the possession of a firearm or the assault charge, 

- ‘ As to the chaTge of assoeiation with individuals of bad reputation, the 

report indicated that two or three of those named had "police records/' but 
nothing to show whether any had been convicted of anything^or whether 
Cleaver knew of their arrest record. ' (Superior Court c.t. 137, 138, ;40, 

141 .) 


his contemporaries. Not only was there absence of cause fbr the cancella- 
tion of parole, it was the product of a type of pressure unbecoming» to say 
the least, to the law enforcement paraphemalia of this state,'* 

Cleaver is in political exile because a man of his convictions cannot 
get justice here* Indeed» if we are to give more than lip service to the con- 
cepts of freedom and justice we must support faim, The work to get him 
diseharged from parole must continue. An intense publicity campaign is 
necessaiy now to bring to the public the ïegal defense and arguments 
which were carried to the courts with no satisfaction. We must all work 
together to focus attention of this case. This is not an issue of one man’s 
freedom, but a broad struggle which afiinns the right of all of us to speak 
out politically in this country* If Cleaver is not allowed his freedom» it fs 
just a matter of time until all our freedoms are fmther reduced. His is not a 
personal struggle but a political one,

Why was Cleaver retumed to prison as a parole violator if document- 
ed evidence to the contrary had been presented in his defense? To answer 
that question, one must examine the Adult Authority. This board has the 
right to arbifrarily revolte or suspend parole on any individual. AC the same 
time, the Adult Authority maintains-falsely-that Cleaver has the oppor- 
tnnity to defend himself at a hearing. This is how it Works: 

"A parolee is sérved with violation charges, is interviewed, is given a 
hearing (before the Adult Authority itself, the charging party) at which the 
parolee may ‘plead’ to the parole violation charges, and is afforded an op- 
portnnity to present his defense." 

“At the ‘hearing’ a parolee is -denied the right to counsel, may not 
have an independent and impartial officer to conduct the hearing and make 
deeision.” (Petition for Hearing in the Supreme Court, p: 17) 

Not only does the Adult Authority hold secret hearings, but it also 
refuses to notify persons under its jurisdiction of its procedures, or ot its 
variable definitions of what constitutes a parole violation. This secrecy and 
vagueness is in direct violation of federal law which requires agencies to 
publish their procedures ‘Tor gmdance of the public.” 

“Petitioner (Cleaver) is immediately and seriously prejudiced by the 
Adult Authority’s unlawful refusal to publish its regulations, since he is to 
be imprisoned by virtue of an action which the Adult Authority still seeks 
to garb in this ‘veil of secrecy.’ (Petition for Hearing in the Supreme Court,
